Reports of Dr. Crookes’ s recent lecture on the Application of the Radiometer to 
the Purposes of Photometry, and of Mr. Vernon Harcourt’s lecture on Esti- 
mating the Illuminating Power of Gas, are postponed for the same reason, as 
also the meeting of the Dublin and Alliance Gas Company, and several parlia- 
mentary committees, 
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Circular to Gas Companies. 





Our columns to-day are almost exclusively occupied with the 
accounts, and reports of the half-yearly meetings, of several of 
the Metropolitan Gas Companies, which are, on this occasion, 
unusually voluminous. The accounts are, however, documents of 
value to every gas company; while the reports of the meetings 
afford useful indications of the opinions held by gas proprietors 
on, what we may call, gas politics. The present is a critical 
period for several of the Metropolitan Companies, and the events 
now in progress possess great interest for all companies. Any 
new legislation which affects the metropolitan undertakings, must 
remotely, and may immediately, affect every company who are 
compelled to go to Parliament. Thus, if the most recent proposi- 
tions, that loan and share capital shall be issued in equal pro- 
portions, and that the share capital shall be put up to public 
auction, be established in the case of the Metropolitan Com- 
panies, we may be certain, that every session of Parliament will 
witness a further extension of the principles to provincial under- 
akin gs, We are not in love with the sliding scale of dividend, 
which, we admit, may possibly work to the advantage of the 
companies. As for the auction clauses, and the proposal to raise 
new capital, half by shares and half by loan, we regard both as 
eminently unjust to existing proprietors. We have consistently 
advocated a strict adherence to the old lines of legislation, upon 
which gas companies have hitherto worked so well. The fixed 
maximum price was, and is, a difficulty; and the revision clauses 
of the Acts of 1868-9 proved, in their working, very unsatis- 
factory to consumers. On the other hand, the Gas and Water- 
Works Facilities Act Amendment Act, passed to relieve country 
Companies and Corporations from the difficulties in which they 
were placed by the high price of coal, turned out to be of small 
advantage to the few who took advantage of its provisions. It 


is, however, quite useless for us to argue against the imposition 
of a maximum price. 

The imposition of the sliding scale has substituted, what is called, 
an initial, or standard price, for a maximum. In the fixing of this— 
so far as it has been fixed—no definite principle appears to have 
been observed. The maximum price of two of the Acts of 1868-69 
has been taken for the starting-point. Now, avery little considera- 
tion will show, that this must be unfair to either consumers or 
gas companies. To consumers, because they will never receive the 
full benefit of cheap production; to companies, because they will be 
condemned to loss, on account of dear materials or labour. Thus, 


the sliding scale appears to us obnoxious to both parties. The 
auction clauses will be considered further on. 
We turn to our reports of the companies meetings. The vale- 


dictory address of Mr. S. A. Beck, the late Governor of the Char- 
tered Company, as we must now call him, will be read with 
interest. Mr. Beck has piloted his company through rather 
troubloustimes. The districting arrangements of the Act of 1860, in 
the making of which he took a prominent part, saved the Chartered 
Company from competition on all sides ; but still left their posi- 
tion none of the best. Complete security could only be obtained 
by extensive amalgamations ; and we all know with what success 
these have been effected. In the earliest, Mr. Higgs opportunely 
came to the assistance of the Chartered, and we hardly know who 
are most indebted to that worthy person—the shareholders 
of his own company, who are guaranteed ten per cent., or the 
Chartered Company, who, by amalgamation with the Great 
Central, acquired one of the best districts in the Metropolis. The 
subsequent amalgamations, effected under Mr. Beck’s governor- 
ship, have made the Chartered the most extensive gas under- 
taking in the world; and the “rotten concern,” as it has been 
termed, has been transformed into a gigantic and still growing 
company. 

Others, of course, have had an important share in the accom- 
plishment of the change, but in the history of gas enterprise the 
name of Mr. Beck will always be associated with the story of 
the amalgamations. Parliament, it must, we fear, be confessed, 
have dealt hardly with the Chartered Company. As pioneers in 
the business, they deserved consideration, but nevertheless per- 
mission to capitalize expended profits at four per cent. was refused 
them. In 1868, they had imposed on them, terms which would 
have proved ruinous, but for the revision clauses—a low maximum 
price, a highly increased quality of gas, and no reserve-fund. 
But we need not proceed; the whole story will be found in Mr. 
Beck's speech. He does not remain to witness the effect of the 
legislation to which he has consented, but in parting he has given 
good advice, which, supposing the sliding scale should prove of 
advantage, it will be well for the company to take. Their first 
object should not be to pay high dividends, but to provide a con- 
siderable reserve-fund. It may, however, turn out that an unlimited 
reserve-fund is but of limited advantage to a gas company under 
the sliding scale. 

Mr. Beck has been a well-abused man; but he has successfully 
vindicated himself from the charges brought against him. His 
retirement may, perhaps, smooth the way to further amalgama- 
tions. It is understood, we believe, that he will be succeeded by 
Mr. Richards, Q.C., the Governor of the late Imperial Company. 

A noticeable fact is, that it has been decided to reduce the 
number of the directors in the now United Company at once 
from thirty-eight to fifteen. The larger number would, of 
eourse, constitute a most unwieldy Board; but the immediate 
reduction will involve the payment of a considerable amount 
of compensation money, which, however, it may be prudent 
economy to expend. 

When noticing the accounts of the Chartered Company, we 
neglected to mention the close of the ‘‘ defalcation account.” The 
obliteration of this item is a most gratifying fact. It is not our 
intention to say anything more respecting its history. Parlia- 
ment sanctioned it; but we may express a sincere hope that 
nothing of the same kind will ever appear again in the accounts 
of a gas company. 

There is nothing requiring particular remark in the reports of 
the meetings of the London and Phenix and Surrey Consumers 
Companies. All are now in a very prosperous state, doing the 
best they can for their customers, and only asking to be let alone. 
Whether the Metropolitan Board will consent that they shall be 
let alone, remains to be seen. No doubt they will, for it may be 
considered useless for the Board to proceed. We must mention 
here, that some misapprehension exists—we do not like to say 
misrepresentations are made—as to the consequences of the action 
of the Board of Trade. If the suggestions of the Board are followed, 
the London Company, and the companies south of the river, 
will be left exactly as they are, still under the provisions of the 
Act of 1860. They will be at liberty to charge 4s. 6d. (and more, 
with consent) for twelve-candle gas. But what is thefact? The 








Pheenix Company charge only 3s. 6d., and give fifteen and a half 
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candle gas. It is not correct to say that the Board of Trade 
have suggested an increase of price. They rely on the companies 
named to do the best they can, and their confidence, we do not 
believe, is misplaced. 

The Commercial Company are, naturally, jubilant, under present 
circumstances, over the Act they obtained last year, and the fact— 
not, however, referred toatthe meeting—that the Regulations Bill, 
if passed this year, would have made an important alteration in 
that Act. As it is, they have for the present escaped the auction 
clauses, and, therefore, they are now able to allot to existing holders 
£70,000 of stock or shares entitled to 7 per cent. These shares 
will command a premium of 40 per cent., which the lucky allottees 
will put in their pockets, and presently laugh at the less fortunate 
shareholders in the Chartered Company, who, if they wish for 
more shares, must pay the premiums out of their pockets. For 
the rest, the directors are about, as they are bound to do, to offer 
£70,000 of debenture stock to the shareholders. They might 
raise this at 5 per cent., and the gas consumers in the east of 
London will readily appreciate the self-denial exercised when the 
directors offer it at 45 per cent. We cannot here speculate upon 
the time at which all this new capital will become productive, nor 
as to its effect on the price of gas, and the future rate of dividend 
under the sliding scale. As the first coming under this scale, the 
next accounts of the company will be looked forward to with much 
interest. 

We cannot say that the South Metropolitan Company were 
jubilant. They have not yet got the sliding scale, which they 
greatly desire, and now it is clear that they cannot have the 
sliding scale without the auction clauses, which they do not 
desire. Quite otherwise; at this moment, they absolutely refuse 
to accept these latter, and will, no doubt, take our advice, and 
withdraw their Bill, rather than accede to their imposition. We 
speak our minds with perfect candour, and express an opinion 
that the South Metropolitan Company are responsible for the 
present position. Of course, they never suggested auction 
clauses, but they fostered the agitation which has resulted in 
their introduction into metropolitan gas legislation. When Mr. 
Livesey contended so successfully for an upward and downward 
sliding scale, with an initial price of 3s, 9d., he, no doubt, had in 
his mind the splendid premiums his shareholders might acquire, 
from the exceptional position of his company. But, as Mr. 
Babbage has sublimely argued, no finite intelligence is able to 
estimate the ultimate consequences of a word spoken, or an act 
done. When promoting agitation, distinctly adverse to the 
interests of other companies, Mr. Livesey (we hate to be per- 
sonal, but there is no avoiding it) could not foresee that one 
result would be, that the Gas Committee of the Corporation of 
London would call Mr. Tarbotton of Nottingham, to their 
counsel, with the inevitable consequence of the recommendation 
of auction clauses in the Regulations Bill. But the thing is 
done. The South Metropolitan may withdraw their Bill, or 
accept auction clauses. That is the choice before them. It 
must, however, be understood that there is no finality in the 


‘legislation which now seems imminent. The Chartered Com- 


pany would, of course, at the present moment, accept any terms, 
under which they could raise further capital; but we may point 
out to our readers, that there have been several cases, in 
which auction clauses have been inserted in special Acts of gas 
and water companies, and have been repealed in subsequent 
enactments. Thus, the end cannot be said to have yet come. 
The post of Chief Gas Examiner in the Metropolis, left vacant 


‘by the lamented decease of Dr. Letheby, is, for the moment, we 


believe, being filled by Mr. T. H. Farrer, the Permanent Secre- 
tary to the Board of Trade. The appointment has, we under- 
stand, been offered to Dr. Williamson, F.R.S., the Professor of 
Chemistry at University College, who will, most probably, accept 


‘it. The chemical profession will, no doubt, appreciate the com- 


pliment paid to one of its most eminent members. 
The Town Council of Lichfield, acting under the advice of Mr. 
Hunt, are disposed to accede to the terms of purchase asked by 


‘the gas company—viz., £18,000. The price is a fair one; but 


some in the council are haunted by a fear that coal gas may soon 
be superseded ; consequently, the further consideration of the 
question of purchase has been deferred for a month. 

The Town Council of Ipswich, although somewhat mystified 
and bewildered by the reports, replies, rejoinders, and remarks of 
Messrs. Stevenson and Spice, have resolved to inquire of the gas 
company whether they are willing to dispose of their works, and 
upon what terms. The papers we have alluded to are so fully 
charged with personalities, that they are, in a great measure, 
withdrawn from our notice. We may, however, express an 
opinion, that the character of the company is amply vindicated by 
Mr. Spice, and we believe his papers have made a strong im- 
pression on the council. Probably the company will be ready to 
sell at a “‘fair”’ price; but will firmly resist the attempts made 
to depreciate the value of their property. 





We have no space for many remarks on the meeting of the 
Dublin and Alliance Gas Company, the report of the proceed- 
ings at which is necessarily deferred. Everybody—except, per- 
haps, Mr. M‘Evoy—rejoices over their present prosperity, and 
hopes it will continue. But, in our opinion, it is not wise, on 
the part of the shareholders (at all events, at present) to insist 
on ten per cent., and the payment of back dividends. The efforts 
of the directors should rather be devoted to the reduction of 
price. There is not, we think, any reason why sixteen-candle 
gas should be more than sixpence per 1000 feet dearer in 
Dublin than in London. When reductions, which will largely 
increase the business of the company, have been effected, ten per 
cent. and back dividends may be considered without objection. 

The Select Committee on the Burghs and Populous Places 
(Scotland) Gas Supply Bill have reported it to the House, with 
some important alterations, which, so far as we can gather, cannot 
be considered as amendments. It would appear that, as the Bill 
now stands, not only unincorporated, but incorporated, and even 
portions of Corporation undertakings will be liable to confiscation. 
The Corporation of Glasgow are so much interested in the matter, 
that, we understand, they have resolved to give the altered 
measure their most strenuous opposition. In the absence of a 
copy of the “ amended ”’ Bill, and the report of the select com- 
mittee, we are not in a position to make further remarks. We 
may, however, observe, that an impression prevails that the Bill 
will be withdrawn. 


Water and Sanitary Hotes. 


THE space we can devote to these notes is, to-day, very limited, 
and, unfortunately, our table is crowded with papers, which 
urgently call for notice. We have, for example, the Annual 
Summary by the Registrar-General of the births, deaths, and 
causes of death in London and other large cities, 1875, which 
contains some remarkable statements respecting the metropolitan 
water supply, to which we must presently direct attention. There 
is appended a table showing what gas companies supply the dis- 
tricts, in what is now called the outer ring of London, and the 
price per 1000 feet. In what way that concerns the Registrar- 
General, and how it concerns vital statistics, we are utterly at a 
loss to see. There is also a report by Dr. Frankland, in which 
he classifies the water supply of several of our English health 
resorts as “soft,” ‘‘moderately hard,” and “hard,” and appends 
the rate of mortality under each division. The object of this 
table will, perhaps, be understood by some dozen readers of 
the Summary, if so many take the trouble to study it. Dr. 
Letheby is now dead, or we might have had some remarks on 
the tables now published. For our own parts, we may say that 
we have always contended that the character of the water 
supply has little or no effect on the mortality of the population 
supplied, and Dr. Frankland’s tables support our view. 

We must leave Mr. Edwin Chadwick, C.B., for a time; but 
we must notice the fact that another pensioned official, Sir 
Henry Cole, C.B., is now on the stump, in the interest of the 
“Scott Sewage Company.” He appeared at Stoke the 
other day, and, at a public meeting, recommended that 
the Pottery towns should combine, and use General Scott’s 
process, or processes—for Heaven knows how many there are— 
for the disposal of their sewage. Of course, the Scott Sewage 
Company is not formed to make a profit—no South Kensington 
official has ever dreamt of anything of that sort; but we gather 
that the company will expect the towns to pay them something 
handsome for taking away their sewage, and converting it into 
something useful—or not. An enterprising young chemist, 
anxious to distinguish himself, has proposed to us a republication 
of all General Scott’s specifications, provisional and complete, 
with remarks, chemical and other. We do not encourage him, 
but it may be that the time is coming when the publication would 
be useful as an ‘‘ eye-opener,” as the Yankee drink is called.

CONVICTION FOR DISCHARGING GAS REFUSE INTO A SEWER. 

The Crystal Palace District Gas Company appeared, by their secretary, te 
answer three summonses, taken out against them by the Metropolitan Board of 

orks, for allowing gas refuse to flow into a main sewer. 
Mr. Biron, a barrister who attended to support the complaints, said the parties 
had conferred together privately, and, in order to save the time of the court, it 
been agreed to submit to a conviction in one case, and to withdraw the other 
two summonses. In doing this, it was ry he should remark that similar pro- 
costings were taken against the company in November, 1874, when a conviction

Mr. Purierick, who appeared for the gas company, said his clients had not 
only taken every precaution provided for by the Act of Parliament, but extra 
precaution to prevent any nuisance taking place, and it was thought that the 
plans had been perfectly successful. The gas refuse which the company were 
charged with letting into the sewer was now a valuable commercial property, and 
was no longer considered waste, requiring expense to get rid of ; and the cause of 
the nuisance complained of was attributed to an overflow from the pumping of a 
tank. To prevent any future flow or percolation into the sewer, new drains were 
being constructed. 

Mr. Baxevy then imposed a fine of 40s. and £5 5s, costs, and the other two 
summonses were withdrawn.

METROPOLIS GAS SUPPLY. 
Court or Common CouncIL. 

At the Meeting of this Court on Thursday last, 

Mr. Bones, referring to a matter in charge of the Local Government and 
Taxation Committee, said that if that committee had been entrusted with the 
Gas Companies Regulations Bill, there would not have been a“ count ont” 
upon the second reading. 

The ReMEMBRANCER said he might inform the Court that the Corporation 
were no longer interested in that measure; the question of the gas supply, so 
far as the City was concerned, having been previously settled by the amal- 
gamation scheme, which had been approved by the Queen in Council. 

Mr. SHAw, late chairman of the Gas Committee, asked to be informed on 
what ground the Journan or Gas LicutinG had stated that, under the 
amalgamation scheme, a forfeiture for excess of sulphur in the company’s gas 
would only be incurred in the event of the mean results of three days testings 
showing an excess, and then would amount to £50 for the one day on whicha 
positive excess was recorded. That was by no means in harmony with the 
clanses of their Regulations Bill, and he should be glad to learn by whose sanc- 
tion the alteration had been made. 

The Crry Soticitor said the facts in this matter were as follows:—There 
was a scheme for the amalgamation of all the gas companies on the north side 
of the Thames, with the exception of a small district supplied by the London 
Company. The Board of Trade, in a great hurry, sent for the representatives 
of the gas companies, and also for the representatives of the Corporation and 
of the Metropolitan Board. He, with the Remembrancer, on the instruction 
of the Gas Committee, attended in accordance with that summons, and every one 
made the best struggle he could as to the terms on which this scheme should 
be allowed to proceed. Mr. Farrer, the Permanent Secretary of the Board of 
Trade, and several of the other secretaries, sat as umpires, and listened to the 
arguments that were advanced on both sides, and came as arbitrators between 
the contending parties; and finally, in the name of the Government, gave their 
decision as to what ought to be done as to the future supply of the Metropolis. 
As the outcome of that conference, the scheme, as amended, had received the 
approval of the Queen in Council, and was now the law of the land. The pro- 
vision as to the quality of the gas was really a matter of minor importance, 
but it could not now be altered. 

Mr. Saaw said he did not think the provisions, as to the quality of the gas 
to be supplied, a matter of such little importance. 

Mr, E. Dresser-Rocers held a similar opinion, and moved a resolution, to 
the effect that the Gas Committee should report forthwith to the Court 
generally on the whole question, He might tell the Court that it was felt, by 
a very large number of the inhabitants of the Metropolis, that the Corporation 
had completely left them in the lurch in this matter. 

Mr. SHAw seeonded the motion. 

Mr. Epmesron, the present chairman of the Gas Committee, said they were 
quite willing to make a report, and had considered the propriety of so doing. 

Mr. F. Cox expressed concurrence in the motion. 

Mr. BepForp hoped the motion would not be adopted. It would bea slar 
upon their officers, who had done their duty. Besides, it would affect their 
position with the Government, and that would be an unwise thing to do. 
They would soon have the proceedings of the committee reported, 

Mr. Bonrems suggested that the motion shonld be withdrawn. The chair- 
man would give them a report of the present state of the gas question, 





The motion was carried. 


Merropouran Boarp oF Works.—On Friday last, Mr. Robert Jones, 
C.E., the engineer to the Commercial Gas Company, introduced by Mr. Munro, 
took his seat as the representative of the vestry of Mile End Old Town, in 
place of Mr. William Newton, deceased. 

Mire Enp Vestry.—At the meeting of the vestry, on the Sth inst., the elec- 
tion of a representative to the Metropolitan Board was the first business on the 
agenda. Mr. Knight moved the appointment to that position of Mr. Robert 
Jones, C.E. Mr, Moore, in seconding the motion, remarked that the vestry 
could not replace their late representative, Mr. Newton, though they searched 
all London, but amongst the present members of the vestry there was cer- 
tainly not a better man than Mr. Jones. Mr. Jones had some leisure, and would 
shortly have much more, to devote to the public service. He was a man of high 
intelligence, and his scientific attainments would doubtless be of service to the 
Metropolitan Board. The resolution having been carried unanimously, Mr. 
Robert Jones expressed his sense of the high honour which had been conferred 
upon him, made more valuable, as it was, by its unanimity. He was deeply 
conscious of the difficult task imposed upon him, seeing that he would be an 
unworthy successor of a man of the most powerful intellect, who combined 
with a splendid ability for detail an unflagging energy and a silver tongue. So 
formidable an opponent and so powerful an advocate as Mr. Newton he could 
not hope to he, but he could promise the vestry that he would serve them 
honestly, faithfully, and zealously. During his candidature, the question had 
frequently been asked, “ Are you connected with any other gas company than 
the Commercial Gas Company ?” and to this he was able to make the reply that 
he was not, either directly or indirectly. And, therefore, it was certain that he 
should go to the Metropolitan Board without any unfair bias in favour of any 
of the great gas companies, who had, rightly or wrongly, been 80 severely criti- 
cized of late. He would go further, and say that neither his connexion with 
the Commercial Gas Company, nor any other, could operate prejudicially to the 
interests of the ratepayers, for the simple reason that an equitable arrangement 
had now been concluded which really made the interests of the gas companies 
identical with those ofthe consumer. For every penny per 1000 feet by which the 
companies reduced their price below 3s. 9d., they were to be enabled to pay 3 per 
cent. more to the shareholders, while for every 1d. they went above 3s. 9d. they 
would lose 4 per cent. If a company supplied gas at 3s, per 1000, the new 
regulations enabled them, supposing the earnings admitted of it, to pay 12} per 
cent.; but if they charged 4s. 6d. per 1000, then they could only pay 9} per cent. 
Hence it was clear that it was very much to the interest of the companies to 
supply gas as cheaply as possible. He might add, to further dispel any mis- 
apprehension, that from the time that the Regulations Bill was introduced in 
Parliament, he had stood shoulder to shoulder with Mr. Newton in pushing it 
throngh. He was, therefore, thoroughly untrammelled in representing the 
ratepayers at the Metropolitan Board, acd he trusted he should do so in such 





@ manner as to merit and obtain the unanimous approval of the vestry. 
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Lamsetu.—The vestry of this parish have determined upon the adoption of 
the average meter system. It is, in the first place, to be applied to the public 
lamps in the district supplied by the London Gas Company. 


Cuetsea Vestry.—At the meeting of this vestry on the 4th inst.—the gas 
examiner (Dr. Barclay) made the following report:—“I regret that I cannot 
give a favourable account of the illuminating power of the gas during the last 
quarter. In order that the observations may be uniform, I have continued to 
use the old burner, and I find that the illuminating power of the last quarter 
gave only 13°5 candles. The maximum did not exceed 14°4, while the 
minimum observation was only 12°3. Ten years ago the gas company dealt 
with us very differently. In the first quarter of 1865 the average was 14°3, the 
maximum 15°8, and the minimum 13°5 candles. In 1866 the average was 
14°1, the maximum 15°5, and the minimum 13°i. These numbers speak for 
themselves. Unfortunately we have no power to compel the company to return 
to their old standard, because they are within their rights in supplying a gas 
even inferior to that which is now used.” A copy of the report was ordered to 
be sent to the Metropolitan Board. 








THE GASLIGHT AND COKE COMPANY. 


The Half-Yearly Ordinary General Meeting of this Company was held on 
Friday, the 7th inst., at the Company's Offices, Horseferry Road, Westminster 
—Smion Apams Beck, Esq., the Governor, presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. J. O, Phillips) read the advertisement convening the 
meeting, and the following report was presented :— 

The directors submit herewith the accounts of the company for the half year which 
ended on the 31st of December last. The chief features observable will be found to 
be—a material increase in the quantities of gas made, and of gas sold, per ton of coal 
carbonized—and a further reduction in the per centage of gas unaccounted for, The 
six months operations (for the details of which the directors refer the shareholders to 
the figures annexed) may be briefly summed up as showing improved working at 
diminished cost per ton, with good prospect of a continuance of so encouraging a con- 
dition of affairs; and the financial result is to enable the directors, after providing for 
payment of interest on borrowed capital and on all classes of preference shares, to recom- 
mend a dividend at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum on the ordinary shares of the 
company. 

Apart from the question | of manufacture = trade, the period under review, and the 
interval which has t, have been more than usually marked by 
events of very high importance, ;which it is pooh the duty of the directors to communicate 
to the proprietors. 

Acting in pursuance of the policy laid down by them in 1868, and since in their 
printed reports repeatedly referred to, the directors have entered into arrangements under 
which the Imperial and the Ind Jent Gas C ies are to become amalgamated 
with this company; and two-thirds of the entire Metropolis will thus at once be brought 
within the scope of the protective provisions of the City of London Gas Act, 1868. 

To those who have taken the trouble to acquaint themselves with the stringent 
character of that Act, which, among other things, requires, under heavy penalties, that 
16-candle gas, of a high standard of purity, shall be supplied at a cost not exceeding 
3s. 9d. per 1000 cubic feet, the great and immediate advantage to be derived through 
the amalgamation, by the consumers of gas in the newly-annexed districts, will be self- 
evident; but the directors of the three companies are also of opinion that the benefit 
so gecured will, before long, be rendered even greater by reason of the economy which 
can be effected through unity of management—by a rearrangement and the proper 
connexion of the existing sources of supply—by an improvement and a systematizing of 
the means of distribution—and by the better mode of dealing with the residual products 
of manufacture for which opportunities, not before attainable, will now be afforded to 
the United Company. 

The necessary preliminaries having been already adjusted, the approval of the Queen 
in Council will have been given to the scheme of amalgamation before this report reaches 
the hands of the shareholders. 














The directors notified in their last report the withdrawal, at the close of the session 





of 1875, of the general for i g new regulations on the metropolitan gas 
companies, and the expressed intention of its promoters, the Corporation of London and 
the Metropolitan Board of Works, to rein uce it in the present session. The direc. 
tors have now to announce that, with a view to meet this proposition, they themselves 

d and dep din Parliament a bill which, while “‘ embracing and endorsing the 
principal propositions enunciated by the Metropolis Gas Companies Regulations Bill” 
of last year, in some important particulars sought more effectually to guard the interests 
of the shareholders, and, in others, was intended to raise, for discussion before a com. 
mittee, questions which were of a fairly arguable nature. A draft of this bill was at a 
very early period communicated by the directors to the President of the Board of Trade, 
who, on behalf of Her Majesty’s Government, undertook to deal with the entire question, 
and to act as a mediator between the companies on the one hand and the local authorities, 
as representing the consumers, on the other, with a view to the settlement, amicably, 
and, if possible, permanently, of such terms as should be at once liberal to consumers 
and. just to producers. 

The negotiations thus set on foot have, so far as this company is concerned, been 
conducte ~ 4 the directors, assisted by committees of the directors of the Imperial and 
I i with the earnest desire to co-operate with the Board of Trade 
in so Maecivatle an object; and the directors have now the pleasure to announce that 
conditions of agreement have, with the approval of the Government, been arranged and 
embodied in this company’s own bill, which will, it is hoped and believed, be found 
sufficiently protective of the shareholders interests, and satisfactory to all parties, 
These conditions embrace, it is true, the abandonment of the revision clauses, but, in 
addition to the adoption of a sliding scale of dividend inversely to the price of gas, they 
also include—)].

; shares by public auction, or by private tender, as, for the time being, may in the opinion 


of the directors be found most conducive to the company’s interests. No restriction of 
the amount of dividend to which future capital shall be entitled having been sought to 
be imposed, and the position of the company with the adjunct of a reserve-fund being 
one of much stability, it may be assumed that the shares will at all times command a 
high premium, and the amount which will be so paid to the company in excess of the 

nominal value of the new shares, to be from time to time issued, not being entitled to 
dividend at all, will tend materially to increase and fortify the value of the property of 
the original shareholders. 

The directors do not for one moment admit that necessity has existed for the enact- 
ment of new regulations with regard to this company. They, on the contrary, expressly 
repudiate the notion that any such necessity has existed, but, in acceding to the wishes 
expressed by Her Majesty’s Government for the adoption of the foregoing principles, 
the joint boards of the three companies, having in the first instance satisfied themselves 
that the position of shareholders was in no way prejudiced by moderate concession, have 
been actuated by the strong desire to put an end to those costly parliamentary struggles 
in which the local authorities have so long engaged them, and to effect what was 
pronounced by a prominent member of the Metropolitan Board ‘of Works (since unhappily 
removed by death), in the presence of his colleagues and the Board of Trade, to be “a 
settlement for all time.’ 

The directors, therefore, through the sagacious intervention of the Board of Trade, 
being at length set free, as they hope, from a continued struggle for existence, now look 
to being enabled to concentrate their undivided attention on the development of their 
trade, the requirements of which are progressing with rapid strides. 

The Beckton station, which is already double the size originally planned, is still being 
largely added to, and more land is necessary for the purpose. The company’s pier and 
landing-stages there have become already too limited for the performance of the “work at 
present assigned to them, and will be at once extended to meet the requirements of the 
company’s increasing business, The Kensal Green station, which, since it was handed 
over to the directors. by the late Western Gas Company, has undergone almost entire 
reconstruction, must be greatly enlarged, for which purpose more land will here again 
be required; the object of the directors being to make this station, which is in immediate 
connexion with the general railway system of the country, available for the profitable 
employment of inland and other railway-borne coal. 

Lastly, the directors report that all the works of the company are in the most perfect 
order, and they have found from experience that by far the best policy is to maintain 
their plant in the highest state of efficiency by a liberal though judicious annual expen- 
diture on wear and tear.

The Governor, in moving the adoption of the report and statement of ac- 
counts, said: Gentlemen, since you last met, we have completed the amalga- 
mation with the Imperial and the Independent Companies, and I only hope that 
it will be a source of strength and profit to you all, as our former amalgama- 
tions have been. For myself, I am sorry to say that this is the last opportunity 
I shall have of presiding over you. It is with very great regret that I have to 
make thisannouncement; but, at the age of seventy-three, I did not think it 
right to refuse the terms that were offered to the directors to retire, so as to 
reduce the number, and thus reduce the payments of the company. I have 
always received such confidence at the hands of the shareholders, and such 
kindness from the directors and officers of the company, that, of course, after 
presiding over your meetings for more than twenty-eight years, 1 cannot but 
feel my resignation very deeply. With respect to the company’s working this 
half year, if you will allow me, I will give youthe usual statement; and it is 
very remarkable. Since the last meeting the price of gas has altered, the price 
of coals has altered, and I will just give you the result of that. I have taken it 
between 1874 and 1875, I give you the favourable points in the first place. Our 
coals cost £37,754 less; our wages, £715 less; our wear and tear, £6695 less, 
‘Then the taxes were £1979 in favour of the company, the coke is £15,000, the 
tar £17,000, and the ammoniacal liquors about £300, making a total, in favour 
of the company, of £90,203. The account against, for 1875, is—purification, 
£823; salaries, £189; distribution, wear and tear, and wages, £6576 ; manage- 
ment, £778; public offices, £24; law and parliamentary charges, £7228 for the 
half year; bad debts, £329; interest on loans, £335; gas-rental, in conse- 
quence of the reduced price, no less than £91,228 against you, as compared 
with 1874; breeze, £950; rents received and sundries, £253; and ordinary 
dividends, £21,863, which make a total against you of £130,236, which, de- 
ducting the £90,000 in your favour, leaves £40,000 deficit against you. But 
notwithstanding all that, we are still able to pay you the 10 per cent. dividend 
on your ordinary shares, after payment of preference shares, and to carry a 
trifling balance of £750 forward. You have had the variation in the price of 
coals and gas, and everything else, and yet it shows that you can still pay your 
ordinary dividend of 10 per cent. The next half year I think you will have 
no difficulty in doing the same, or paying even much more, for the coals which 
were included in this half year, or a part of them, are now 4s, or 53, a ton less 
than they were, and if you put that upon 550,000 tons, it makes about £105,000 
or £110,000 to the good. Therefore I think there will be very little danger of 
your not paying a dividend next halfyear. I have now given you the half-year’s 
working. Ido not know whether you would dislike the delay; but J should 
like,as this is the last opportunity I shall have of presiding here, just to refer to 
the origin and growth of the company. There must be a great number of 
proprietors who do not know it, or what has been done with respect to the 
company. The company were first originated, and the first Act of 
Parliament was obtained, in 1810. That was, to enable the king 
to grant us a charter. In 1812 the charter was granted, and, up 
to the year 1823, we raised all the capital that we wanted. We did 
not require any other capital until 1866, but we spent £370,000 out of 
profits in erecting works and different things. The proprietors of that day 
were ready to forego a larger dividend in order to prevent them going to Par- 
liament, and never got thanks for that from the public, though there was no 
interest paid upon it. That was quite out of the question, We had no right 
to look for that. But the disgraceful thing was, that when we went to Parlia- 
ment in 1866, the terms imposed upon us were so onerous that we would not 
accept them. In 1868, however, we could not have gone on for want of capital, 
and we were obliged to go again to Parliament, and we being the first company 
to whom such a refusal had been made, they refused to allow us even 4 per 
cent., or one sixpence interest upon that amount. That was the first injustice 
they did us, but since then several gas companies have been to Parliament, 
and Parliament has given them interest upon their capital. Well, the next 
thing we did in 1868 was this: we were the first who went for new legislation, 
and I only want to show you the difficulties we have had to deal with, and 
how extraordinary it is that we should be so prosperous as we are. In the 
Act of 1868, amalgamating us with the City Company, we were bound to close 
our works in Curtain Road, Brick Lane, and Blackfriars, and go into the 
country. Fortunately, Blackfriars station was very valuable ground, and I 
believe we got nearly as much for that as it cost originally. Butwesold Curtain 
Road for £20,000, and we have only just closed Westminster station; and 
Goswell Street we have not been able to sell. Atall events, that station cannot 
produce the same capital that it cost, and that will be a great loss again. Bat 
when we felt we were obliged to do this, we took the bull by the horns and 
determined to erect works some distance from London, with a splendid frontage 
to the river Thames, and we calculated that the increased capital that it would 
cost us would be repaid by the decreased cost of the coals, and, at present, we 
have no reason to doubt it. Of course, there is a good deal of the capital still 
unprofitable, because the works are not finished, but directly they are finished 
we have no doubt in the world that we shall be able to show that the profit 
will be amply sufficient to pay the extra cost on these works, and they will be the 
finest works in the world, and the best situated. Again, in 1868, the next injustice 
that was done to us was taking away our reserve-fund, We were the only com- 
pany that were so dealt with. It seemed as if some fatality in Parliament 
marked the Chartered Company. I suppose they were jealous of its pros- 
perity or strength, but we were the only company that were refused a reserve- 
fund. Companies have since gone to Parliament and had reserved funds 
granted. The next injustice that was done to us was that we were compelled 
to reduce our price from 4s, 6d. to 3s, 9d., and to increase the illuminating 
power from 12 to 16 candles, 12 candles being the gas that every other com- 
pany was obliged to supply, At that time it was reckoned that each candle 
made a difference of 3d. I believe it is not so much now; but whether it 


is 2d.or 3d., or 1}d., it makes an immense difference when you come to charge 
for it. Still more extraordinary, two other companies—one now amalgamated 
with us, the Imperial, and the South Metropolitan—had to go to Parliament 


subsequently to 1868, They refused to take these terms in 1868, and in 
1869 they wanted capital, and they took them; but instead of being com- 
pelled to supply 16-candle gas, they were only bound to supply 14-candle 
gas, and they had their reserve-fund. Thus we seem to have been tabooed 
in every way. They knocked us down, and then kicked us for falling. Then, 
in 1868, we were bound in very heavy penalties as to purity and illumi- 
nating power, and we were the first to be put under those very heavy restrictions. 
We were bound, by that Act, to supply a main wherever it was required, and 
supply gas at a particular pressure, and notwithstanding all this, during the 
whole of this time, and though all these alterations were made against us, we were 
able to supply gas, taking light for light, at a lower price than any other com- 
pany in London, with the exception of one, and, of course, ata better quality, 
because we were bound to give 16 candles. In all the comparisons that have 
been made between this and other companies, those facts have been carefully 
omitted. It has been said that the other companies give 14 candles, but if 
they give 14 when they are only bound to give 12, we give 18. The public 
bodies who have been so very kind to us, never thought of that; but if an 
attack was to be made, it was made on the “ Chartered.’ You never 
saw anybody attacked but the poor ‘Chartered. Now, gentlemen, what 
have we done? I remember one gentleman connected with the company 
20 years ago saying the ‘‘ Chartered” was quite effete, and must go to the 
dogs. But how do westand now? We are the first company in the world, and 
we pay as good a dividend as any, and better than many. We have paid that 
dividend without going to any reserve-fund; we had none to go to. And, 
therefore, I think there must have been some good management, some honesty 
of purpose, in never looking to the right or left, and in never yielding to public 
clamour. I never did give up to public clamour in my life, and if I live to be 
100 years old I never shall. What they call public opinion is public clamour, 
and nothing else, and I cannot give you a better instance of it than by 
mentioning what took place when we amalgamated with the Western. Many 
years ago the Western supplied cannel gas in opposition to the ordinary gas, 
They wanted to come into onr district. We, of course, to hold our own, were 
obliged to compete with them. We went to St. George’s, Hanover Square, 
which was a very large parish, and which they wished to light, and we under- 
took to light the parish of St. George’s with cannel gas, which at that time was 
27 candles, if the parish authorities would not let the “Western” in. They 
did not wish to break up their streets, and they agreed to our terms, and we 
gave a sort of tacit undertaking that if they took the cannel gas, it should not 
cost the parish more than common gas. We understood our business; but 
it was a most remarkable thing that at the end of the year the difference in 
the rental we received from that parish for expensive cannel gas was only £12 
difference from that received for common 12-candle gas, so uncertain is public 
opinion, But we havea still more modern instance. When we amalgamated with 
the Western there was a cannel gas district. There was never a word said, 
while the Western lighted the district, about the expense of cannel gas; but 
when the Western joined with the poor Chartered, there was immediately an 
outery raised. Oh! they could not have this expensive gas; and they cla- 
moured and clamoured, We told them, if they liked they should have the 
16-candle gas instead of the 20, at the difference of price between the common 
and cannel. It is a very curious thing that, at the end of the first twelve 
months after our amalgamation, we received, within a very few hundreds, the 
same rental for that district for the inferior as we had for the cannel gas. Now 
that is the reasoning of public opinion; and I leave you to judge whether, if 
you attend to public opinion, you are likely to profit either your customers or 
yourselves, There was another thing that was never mentioned when they 
made comparisons with us. It is only three years since, when we lighted the 
Western district, that our cannel supply was one-fifth of our whole consump- 
tion. Of course they were not all districts where they had two mains; but 
wherever we supplied common and cannel gas, we had duplicate mains. That 
cansed increased leakage and increased expense. Those facts were never men- 
tioned when they compared the poor Chartered with any other company. 
Then, again, there was another question as to the coke. “ Look how little coke 
you sell in comparison to other companies.” Why, the coke of cannel coal is of 
very little value, and a great deal is so worthless that we had to pay for carting 
it away. I bring these matters before you that you may know (and I think I 
may say it with pride) how well this company have been managed, after the 
difficulties we have been placed in. There is no reason why you should not go 
on and prosper as long as you like, if you iook at things steadily in the face 
and attend to your business, and see that your directors manage as if it were 
their own private interest, which, of course, it is to a certain extent; but my 
interest in the dividends is nothing compared with the interest I feel in the 
concern, and in showing how well we have worked it, I think you will agree 
with me we have shone through good report and evil report, and I am quite 
sure that if the same course is pursued, and the directors get the same support 
from the shareholders that they have hitherto had, and if you only prevent, 
as far as you can, this clamour from going on, you will be as prosperous, or 
even more so, in the future. The other great alteration made since we last met 
is this. You will recollect that in 1868 we were bound not to have any reserve~ 
fund; we were bound to a low price, with certain elasticity, but we could not 
make any reserve-fund, They gave us, in lieu of that, the revision clauses, 80 
that if, as shortly after happened, coal went up to an unreasonable price, we 
should be at liberty, if we could show that we had done everything we could by 
due care and management, to apply to certain commissioners, who should be at 
liberty to increase the price. We had to go to the commissioners in consequence 
of coal going up from 12s. 3d. to 30s. per ton; and it would have been most 
unjust if something had not been done for us. All that is now altered. 
Mind, the revision clauses were not at our suggestion. They were forced upon 
us by the public bodies—the Corporation and the Metropolitan Board of Works. 
They found that it worked well for us in the coal famine. I suppose 
they thought we were becoming too prosperous, and, therefore, they began to 
agitate again, and to alter all that they had insisted upon our taking upon 
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ourselves. Last year they insisted before a committee from which we 
withdrew at the end, upon a sliding scale instead of the revision clauses. The 
Metropolitan Board of Works, as they introduced their bill, gave us no benefit 
for a reduction of price; they stuck us to a price. We were to get no benefit 
if we reduced the price, but were to be mulcted if we increased it. We have 
now come to an arrangement that the initial price is to be 3s. 9d. As long as 
we charge 3s. 9d., we may pay 10 per cent. If we go to 3s. 10d., we are to lose 
one quarter per cent. dividend; if we go down to 3s. 84., we are to get a quarter 
per cent. increase. My own impression is, if I were to stay here, { should re- 
commend you to stick to your 10 percent. No doubt you will eventually be 
able to pay more than 10 per cent., but I strongly recommend you to stick to 
10 per cent. until you have made up your reserve-fund, and not a small reserve- 
fund, but a large reserve-fund that will answer for three or four years. Mind, 
unless you are prosperous, they will not attack you again; but directly you 
begin to prosper, they will come in and say, ‘Oh! you are doing too well, we 
mast have a new plan.” But if I were to preside over you, and see you able 
to pay 12 per cent., I should strongly recommend you to put the 2 per 
cent. to a reserve-fund till you had made that reserve-fund so large that 
one or two years increase in the price of coal would not affect your dividend. 
My own impression is, directly you begin to pay more than 10 per cent., these 
boards will come forward and say,“ These men are doing too well—they are 
robbing the public. It is true they have reduced the price to 3s. 6d. or 3s, 3d., 
and yet they can pay their 12 per cent. dividend. It is a great deal too much; 
we must knock them down again.’”” And they would bring in more stringent 
regulations, which would prevent you earning that dividend, and they would 
stick you to the low price. They talk about the ratepayers, and prate about 


the interests of the ratepayers from morning to night. Why, the money that | 


they have spent in these parliamentary contests, and the money it has cost the 
companies, would have reduced the price of gas, I believe, 6d. per 1000 feet 
throughout London. But I cannot help believing that there is some other 
reason. I think all this agitation is to hide their own calls upon the rate- 
ayers. ‘Take, for instance, Northumberland Avenue. That will cost them, I 
should think, a million before it is completed. The land cost £600,000, and 
there was actually a way on to the Embankment within 50 yards of it. 
Therefore, it was quite unnecessary. But still they could not do wrong, while 
the poor Chartered were the greatest sinners of the whole lot. But I do not 
want to abuse others. I think we have quite enough to do to tale care of our- 
selves, and I oniy hope that you will think that we have in no way neglected 
your interest on any occasion. I again thank you most sincerely for ali the 
kindness I have always received at your hands, and beg to wish you all 
prosperity. 
The Hon. Richarp Howe Browne seconded the motion. In doing so, 
he said after the statement which had just been made by the chairman, and 
in consequence of the honourable position to which he had been elected by the 
unanimous wishes of the board, he could not refrain from expressing the hope 
that, for the future, the affairs of the company would be as prosperous as they 
had been in past times. At the same time, he expressed the deep regret that the 
company were to be deprived of the services of their excellent governor, with 
whom he had had the honour and pleasure of acting for the last 20 years. 
During the whole of that period there had not been a single party division at 
the board. They had acted throughout as a united board, and he was certain 
that, though they had now been joined by a larger proportion of directors from 
other companies than the Chartered would have of their own, for out of fifteen 
directors only seven would have been connected with the Chartered Company, 
the business would go on in the same smooth and pleasant manner that it had 
previously done, and he did not feel the slightest want of confidence in 
prophesying that the results of that management would be as favourable to the 
proprietors as in former years. In conformity with the scheme of amalgama- 
tion, and in accordance with the requirements of the Board of Trade, they 
had been obliged to reduce their formerly large boards of 38 to the number 
of 15. The proprietors would easily conceive how very painful it had 
been for those who remained upon the board to lose the presence of 
so many gentlemen whom they had been in the habit of sitting beside 
and assisting in the councils of the company for so very long a period. The bill 
that was now before Parliament had not been alluded to by the governor, 
because it was hardly in a state ripe for discussion. It was now undergoing a 
process of having additions made to it, to meet recent requirements of the Board 
of Trade and the municipal bodies. The policy that was set forth in the bill 
had his entire approval, and he believed, with one exception, the approval of 
every gentleman who for the future would assist in managing the affairs of the 
company. The three principal points of the bill were those referring to the 
sliding scale, the auction clauses, and the reserve fund. He quite agreed with 
the expressions that had fallen from the lips of the governor, that it was 
their duty for the future, however great their prosperity might be, to add to 
the reserve-fund, so as to fortify their position in case of a rise in coal, or any 
other adverse circumstances which might tend to impair their property. He 
considered that the auction clauses were the best things that were ever enacted 
for the shareholders. The shareholders, it was true, would not have the option 
of taking those shares in new capital which they had hitherto enjoyed, and ob- 
taining the premium upon them; but the premium which would be realized by 
auction or tender from the public would be applied to the carrying on of the 
works of the company, and would not have to pay any dividend, Of course, the 
directors would take very good care that a large number of the shares were not 
thrown upon the market at once,and he saw no reason why the premiums should 
not continue to be 100 per cent.,and the sums so obtained would be applied to 
the development of the business, The reserve-fund was of immense value to the 
company. It was taken away from them in former years; but now they had ob- 
tained its restoration. He therefore considered that, as a whole, the bill, when it 
passed, would be highly advantageous to the gas community at large. For the 
last 20 years they had been passing through the turmoil of troubled water—he 
might say that they had lived for the last 20 years absolutely in hot water. 
Sometimes they were attacked by the Corporation of London, sometimes by the 
Metropolitan Board of Works, and sometimes by both bodies together, but he 
thought he might predict that, for the next few years at all events—if they 
were allowed to exist so long—they would enjoy a lull in the ruinous agitation, 
and in those fearful parliamentary. struggles, which had cost the company up- 
wards of £30,000 or £40,000. In the conference to which they were invited to 
meet the Corporation of London and the Metropolitan Board of Works, in the 
chamber of the President of the Board of Trade, the most distinguished mem- 
ber of the Metropolitan Board of Works, the only man who understood one jot 
of gas matters, but who, unfortunately, had since died, addressing the Governor 
of the Chartered Company, said that if the settlement was carried out upon the 
basis then suggested, it would be a settlement for all time. Mr. Newton, who 
used those words, had paid every attention to the Gas Committee department 
of the Metropolitan Board of Works, and it would be very difficult to find in 
the board a fit successor to him. If, however, they followed Mr. Newton’s 
g00d advice, they would see the necessity of abstaining for the future 
from putting the gas companies to an enormous annual expense in con- 
testing their absurd notions, and so save the ratepayers of London 
from the taxation to which they were at the present time subject. 
The board of directors, as at present constituted, had been selected from men 
who had acted as managers of gas institutions for many years, and he believed 
and hoped it would be found that they managed the affairs of the company 
in such a way that they would compare with any board of any company in 
the City of London. They were men of intelligence, men of activity, men of 
integrity, and men who were determined to do the work of the company at 











whatever sacrifice to themselves. All that was wanted to continue the pros- 
perity and growth of the company was the confidence of the shareholders, 
and he appealed to the proprietors not to withdraw that confidence which they 
had placed in the previous board for so many years. 

A Proprietor complained of the form in which the revenue account was 
drawn out. 

The CHAtRMAN said the board had nothing to do with that matter. It was 
settled by the official auditor, who was appointed by the Board of Trade. ; 

Mr. Sr. Joun Burke, formerly a director of the Imperial Gas Company, said 
he hoped that the business of the united companies would be carried on in the 
future with the same success as when the two companies were separate. For 
upwards of thirty years he had been a director of the Imperial Gas Company, 
and during the whole of that time the utmost unanimity had prevailed among 
the board of directors on all occasions. He had never known one single 
transaction of that board which could bear the designation of the slightest ap- 
proach toa job. The officers of the Imperial, who were now amalgamated 
with the Chartered, formed a body second to none in the kingdom for efficiency 
and zeal in the performance of their duty. He was also happy to state that the 
works of the company, which had been handed over to the Chartered, were in 
a state of great efficiency, for the board had always endeavoured, so far as they 
could, to maintain the works in the best condition. He bad nodoubt, from the 
increased economy which would be the result of the amalgamation, the united 
company would be able, before long, to reduce the price of gas below 3s. 9d.; 
but, at the same time, he fully and entirely concurred in what had fallen from 
the chair and from the deputy-chairman, as to the expediency of not increasing 
their dividends, but to lay by such a reserve-fund as would keep them safe for 
many years to come. Still, he would not recommend them to make the reserve- 
fund too large, because, if they did, they would encourage attacks again. In 
amalgamating with the imperial,the Chartered Company were uniting withacom- 
pany that hada capital of between two and three millions of money, the average 
dividend of which was only 8 per cent., for one half of it only bore a dividend 
of 7 per cent. He agreed with the deputy-chairman in his view about the 
auction clauses, and he thought they would give a certain security for finality. 
He did not see how it would be possible for the Board of Trade or the Board of 
Works, which had originated these clauses, to induce the public to lay out their 
money at a large premium in purchasing the shares at auctions, and after- 
wards endeavour to alter that arrangement, and to tell the people, who had 
invested their money under the auction clauses, that they should not derive 
from it the advantages which they had anticipated. He felt that there was now 
a fair prospect of the Legislature adopting the sliding scale, which he trusted 
would be a final settlement of the questions between the company and the 
Corporation and the Metropolitan Board of Works, or, at any rate, a settlement 
for many years to come. He entertained the fondest hope that under that 
system the company would continue to prosper as they had prospered in the 

ast. 

a The CHArrMAN said that he had omitted to mention that the only justice 
the Legislature had done the company was, in allowing them 10 per cent. 
upon all new capital. They were the only company that got 10 per cent. 
after 1868. 

Mr. Burts expressed his deep regret at the retirement of the governor. 
He did not feel so hopeful with regard to the future as some persons did, for 
he did not believe in the perpetuity of public honesty. 

A Proprietor asked how many directors of the Imperial Gas Company 
would join the new board. 

The CuarrMan said there would be six. 

A Proprietor asked if the chairman of the Imperial Company would be 
a member of the new board. 

‘The CHAIRMAN said he would. There would be six of the Imperial directors, 
seven of the Chartered, and two of the Independent on the board, making up 
the number 15. 

The resolution for the adoption of the report was carried unanimously. 

The resolution declaring the dividends was proposed by the CHAIRMAN, 
seconded by Mr. Brownz, and agreed to. 

The CHAIRMAN proposed the re-election of Mr. Ward as a director. The 
other three retiring directors, Mr. Paul, Mr. Piell, and Mr. Wren, had signified 
their intention not to seek for re-election. 

Mr. Browne seconded the proposal, which was unanimously agreed to. 

The CHarrMAN next proposed the re-election of Mr. Barker, Mr. Chisholm, 
and Mr. Briggs as auditors for the ensuing year. 

The resolution was seconded and agreed to. 

Mr. Yoo. desired to express, on behalf of the shareholders, their deep feeling 
of regret that the governor considered it necessary to withdraw from the further 
conduct of their affairs, and their thanks to him for the services which he had 
rendered them for so many years. The company were greatly indebted to him 
many years ago for his services in carrying out the districting arrangement, 
which was the greatest boon ever given to the London gas companies. During 
the succeeding years he had, from his ability and high character and standing, 
been a most efficient representative of the interests of the shareholders, and 
he had at all times devoted himself to their service. He hoped that, from time 
to time, they would see him present at their meetings, and he concluded with 
moving a sincere vote of thanks to Mr. Beck on his retirement from office. 

Mr. Burts seconded the motion. 

A Proprietor asked whether it was in the power of the board to apply a sum 
of money in order to give the governor some memorial of their esteem for him, 

Mr. Yoou said it was impossible for them to give it in any other way than in 
reduction of their dividend. 

Mr. Brownz said that the subject had come under the consideration of the old 
Chartered board, and the proprietors might depend upon it that they would not 
take leave of their respected governor without presenting him, on the part of the 
board, with something that he might be proud of. 

A Proprietor expressed a hope that that action on the part of the board 
would not supersede action on the part of the shareholders. 

The vote of thanks to the governor was cordially agreed te. 

The CuarrMan thanked the shareholders for their kind expressions. He had 
passed many years most happily and prosperously with the directors of the com- 
pany. Numbers of different men had jeined the board from different companies, 
but he had never had a disagreeable word with any of them, and there had 
never been the slightest party feeling among them. Their object had — 
been the prosperity of the Chartered Company, and he thought they had well 
succeeded in that object. Of course, the directors could not have done this with- 
out the assistance of most able officers. During the twenty-eight yeers he had 
been connected with this company he had never found one of their officers want- 
ing in his duty or in anxiety to promote the interests of the company. The best 
proof of that was the number of gentlemen who, after being connected with the 
company for many many years, had been obliged to retire from old age. With 
respect to their present able secretary, he could hardly say too much in his praise. 
It was now fifteen years since he had joined the company, and from that time to 
the present the company had never ceased to prosper; and he (the chairman) be~ 
lieved a great deal of that prosperity was owing to the energy and intelligence of 
the secretary. It was with great pleasure that he gave him this testimonial of 
his good feeling and appreciation. As to the districting arrangement, he had not 
mentioned it, because he did not wish to take too much credit for it. It was, no 
doubt, the most important event that had happened in connexion with gas com- 
panies during his memory, and it was entirely through his efforts that the bill 
was carried, so far as the Chartered Gas Company were concerned. At that time 
they had duplicate mains supplying two qualities of gas. After the inquiry had

The CHArrMAN: Gentlemen, I have to move—“ That the report and accounts 
be received, adopted, and entered on the minutes.’’ You will observe that the 
accounts we have presented to you this time are the accounts of the two com- 
panies, in separate form. We have taken that course, for although the two 
companies were amalgamated on the 1st of January last, and then became one 
company only, yet until the 3lst of December—the day up to which these 
accounts are made—they had separate and distinct existences, and each of 
them kept their own accounts, For the future, of course, there will be only 
one balance-sheet, as there will be only one company. I do not propose to 
make any comment upon these accounts. I think they give so full and com- 
plete a history of the working of both companies for the past half year, and so 
clearly indicate our financial position, that I should scarcely be justified in 
referring even to a single item. I may say, however, that these accounts are 
very satisfactory to the directors, and I hope they will be so regarded by you. 
I may mention one thing, which I know will interest Mr. Rhodes—that onr 
leakage, or unaccounted-for gas, is smaller than ever. It is only 8 per cent. in 
the case of the one company, and 6 per cent. in the other. Well, gentlemen, I 
will now pass on aod make a few observations with reference to our new Act of 
Parliament, which came into operation on the 1st of January last. Now, this 
Act of Parliament, as all of you are aware, fixes the standard, or initial price 
of gas, at 3s. 9d. per 1000 cubic feet, and it raises the illuminating power of the 
gas to 16 candles. It also contains some rather stringent provisions with 
respect to the purity of the gas. There is also a clause, to which I shall have 
further to allude presently in a more particular way, which provides a sliding 
scale for our dividends, in relation to the price charged for gas. This Act of 
Parliament encountered, what I think I may term, considerable opposition at 
the hands of the various companies during last session. We were strongly 
opposed in committee by the largest companies; one opposing us before the 
committee of the House of Commons, the other before the House of Lords, 
But it is gratifying to us to know these two companies have since altered their 
views in this respect; that they have agreed, as I learn, to an amalgamation; 
and that they have voluntarily adopted the sliding scale; which sliding scale, 
when the Commercial Company proposed to adopt it last session, led them to 
speak of us in not very complimentary terms. I shall not say 
any more on that point. I think the companies have acted very 
wisely in adopting this sliding scale, but I claim for the Com- 
mercial Company the honour of leading the way to a_ settlement 
of a vexatious state of things, which has existed for some time between the 
public and the gas companies of the Metropolis. I am convinced the present 
will be a lasting, if not a final, settlement ; and I think so because it is founded 
upon a right prisciple. The shareholders and the consumers will thereby par- 
ticipate in the prosperity of the companies, and in like manner they will 
also share in their adversity. To meet the requirements of cur new Act of Par- 
liament, with reference to increased illuminating power and purity of the gas 
supplied by us, it is necessary that a considerable alteration should be made 
in our existing works. It is necessary greatly to increase our purifying 
power, and the alterations required will cost a cousiderable sum of money. But 
the directors are determined to carry out the Act of Parliament they obtained 
last year with the strictest integrity. They, therefore, did not hesitate to adopt 
the recommendations of their engineer, to place their existing works in the 
most efficient state for the purpose. These alterations and extensions are 

rogressing, and will shortly be completed. Now, with regard tothe new works. 

You were told at the last meeting that we had already bought 11} acres of 
land—part of the 20 acres at Bromley, which we had secured for the site of our 
new works. We have since—quite recently, indeed—completed the purchase 
of the remaining 8} acres; and we have entered into contracts for different 
parts of these works, which comprise, amongst other things, a river wall, 
gasholder-tanks, tar and liquor tauks, and a gasholder which will be commenced

forthwith. ‘The plans and specifications for the remainder of the works required 
are all prepared, and the necessary steps taken to proceed with the works 
without delay. To meet the expenditure which will be thereby necessitated, 
we shall have to increase our capital; and therefore it is that we shall 
presently propose a resolution authorizing the directors to raise a certain 
amount of money. And I should like you to know precisely upon what 
terms the new capital is to be raised; and, therefore, if you will bear with me 
for a few minutes, I will read the sections of the Act which relate to it. The 
first is section 13, which says:— 

The Commercial Company may raise any additional capital not exceeding in the whole 
£280,000, ia such amounts and proportions as they shall think fit, so that no such amount 
or proportion issued at any one time shall exceed the sum of £70,000, by the issue of new 
ordinary shares or stock, but they shall not issue any share of less nominal value than 
£10, nor shall any share vest in the person or body accepting the same unless and until 
a sum not less than one-fifth of the amount of such share has been paid in respect thereof. 
Previded that the Commercial Company shall be under obligation rateably with or after 
the issue of additional share capital, from time to time to raise by borrowing on mortgage, 
or by debenture stock, an amount equal to the nominal amount of such additional share 
capital in manner following (that is to say):—The Commercial Company shall not at any 
time after the first issue of share capital under this Act, issue any further amount or 
proportion of such capital until they have proved to the satisfaction of a justice by the 
production to such justice of the books of the Commercial Company and of such other 
evidence as he thinks sufficient, and have obtained from such justice a certificate that 
they have raised by borrowing on mortgage or by debenture stock an amount equal to the 
total nominal amount of the share capital then previously issued by them under this Act, 
Clause 17 authorizes the company to borrow money on mortgage, from time to 
time, not exceeding in the whole the sum of £280,000, sudject to the provision 
that they shall not borrow any part thereof until an equal amount of the addi- 
tional share capital authorized by the Act has been issued and accepted, and 
not less than one-half paid up. The £280,000 of loan capital is, of course, in 
addition to the £280,000 of new share capital. Then clause 19—I do not think 
I need trouble to read it. It simply provides that when the company sball 
have raised £200,000 they shall obtain a certificate from the Board of Trade 
that any further capital proposed to be raised is necessary for the purposes of 
the company during the three years next following. ‘Then section 20 pro- 
vides that the borrowing powers may be exercised by the issue of debenture 
stock, Clause 53 provides that ‘the standard price to be charged by the Com- 
mercial Company for gas supplied by them shall be 3s. 9d. per 1000 cubic feet, 
provided that the company may increase or diminish such standard price, sub- 
ject to a decrease or increase in the standard rates of dividend as defined by 
this Act, to be calculated as follows:—For every penny, or part of a penny, 
charged in excess, or in diminution of such standard price in any year, the 
standard rates of dividend shall for such year be reduced or increased by 0s. 
in the £100 per annum.’’ Clause 62 provides that “the profits of the Com- 
mercial Company to be divided among the shareholders in any year shall net, 
except as in this Act is otherwise provided, exceed the rate of £10 per centum 
per annum upon the capital paid up on the passing of this Act, and the rate of 
£7 per centum per annum on shares or stock of the additional capital by this 
Act authorized to be raised (which rates are respectively in this Act 
referred to as the standard rates of dividend).” Clause 64 provides that 
if the clear profits of the company in any year are larger than 1s 
sufficient to pay the prescribed rates of dividend, the surplus, subject 
to the provisions of the Act as respects the reserve-fund, shall be 
carried to the credit of the divisible profits of the following year. 
Clause 65 I must read to you. It is as follows:—* Where in any year the 
amount of the prescribed rates of divideud of the Commercial Company shall, by 
reason of a diminution of the standard price charged by the company In such 
year, be increased, then, out of the amount of the divisible profits of the po 
pany applicable to the payment of such increase, the company may, in suc 
year, set apart such sum as they shall think fit.” Therefore you see the effect

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of all this is that the company have power to raise £280,000 of share capital, 
entitled to a dividend of 7 per cent., subject to the sliding scale, which sliding 
scale is this—3s. 9d. is the starting-point, and so long as we charge 3s. 9d., we 
may pay 7 per cent. upon our new capital. As we go down in price, for every 
mny we fall, we may go up a quarter per cent. in dividend; on the other 
and, if we go above 3s, 9d., then, for every 1d. increase, our dividend will be 
decreased a quarter per cent. Then there is a provision that, instead of paying 
an extra dividend, we may—and probably it would be wise to do so—build up 
a reserve-fund. Then the sliding scale also affects the existing capital, the 
dividend on which is preserved at 10 per cent., subject to variations according 
to the price of gas. We havealso power to raise £280,000 by the issue of deben- 
ture etock, and that stock is to bear interest not exceeding 5 per cent. Now, 
what we propose to do is this—we shall issue at once £70,000 new stock, at 
7 per cent., which will be, as nearly as possible, 12} per cent. upon the present 
. amount of stock, and to offer it among the existing proprietors rateably, ac- 
cording totheir present holdings. We shall ask you also to give us power to 
raise £70,000 by the issue of debenture stock (which we shall probably require 
next autumn), and this will also be offered to existing shareholders in rateable 
roportions. I do not think that I need detain you with any further remarks, 
but I will at once move the adoption of the report. 

Mr. SamuDA, M.P., seconded the motion. 

A SHAREHOLDER: While speaking of the Act of Parliament, will you tell us 
whether the new Act alters in any way the old Act of the company? Perhaps 
Ihad better tell you the reason why. I find a notice in former reports that 
holders of stock may, at certain times, inspect the books of the company. Is 
that set aside by the new Act? 

The CHArrMAN: No; but I believe the secretary suggested that the notice 
was surplusage, for no one ever came to look at the books, 

The SHAREHOLDER: I should like to ask whether the law and parliamentary 
charges are entirely paid off? Is this the complete bill of costs? 

The CHARMAN: I have very great pleasure in informing you that we have 
paid in full our parliamentary charges. 

Mr, J. SEewELL Wuirte: I wish to express my satisfaction at the course 
adopted by our directors last session when before Parliament. Events have 
shown how extremely wise they were in the action they took. I believe we 
are almost the only company, with the exception of the London, the Phcenix, 
and the Surrey Consumers, who are not now under the Regulations Act, which 
the greatest companies—the Imperial and Chartered—hkave been obliged to 
submit to. The directors of those companies are congratulating their share- 
holders upon the position in which they now stand, but that position, I venture 
to say, is infinitely inferior to that in which we stand. By your wisdom in 
accepting the sliding scale, before the Metropolitan Board and the Corporation 
became so powerfully backed up by the Board of Trade, you have preserved to 
us the great advantage of having our further increase of capital distributed 
amongst ourselves in a way which I think must be very satisfactory to us as 
well as to the public. We get half of it as share capital, the standard dividend 
on which is 7 per cent., and half in the shape of debenture stock at 5 per cent., 
which I look upon as exceedingly valuable, inasmuch as it is very difficult for 
those of us who are trustees to procure anything like first-class security which 
pays at that rate. 

The motion was put and carried. 

The CHAIRMAN moved the declaration of a dividend for the half year ending 
Dec. 31, at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, less income-tax, payable on the 
10th inst., and intimated that, at the same time cheques were forwarded to the 
proprietors for their dividend, notice of the issue of the new capital would be 
enclosed. 

Mr. Ruopes seconded the motion, which was put and carried, 

The CHAIRMAN next moved—“ That the board of directors be and are hereby 
authorized, in exercise of the powers conferred by the Commercial Gas Act, 
1875, to raise the sum of £70,000 additional capital by the issue of new ordinary 
stock, such stock to be denominated new stock, and that the board of directors 
be and are hereby further authorized to exercise the borrowing powers of the 
company by the issue of debenture stock to the amount of £70,000, such deben- 
ture stock to bear interest not exceeding the rate of £5 per centum per annum, 
and that such new stock shall be offered to and apportioned at par among the 
respective proprietors of ordinary and preference stocks, in rateable proportion 
to the amount of stock appearing by the registers of the company to be held by 
such proprietors respectively at the date of such offer, and that the debenture 
stock hereby authorized shall in like manner be offered to and apportioned at 
par among the respective proprietors of ordinary, new, and preference stocks, 
in rateable proportion to the amount of stock appearing by the registers of the 
company to be held by such proprieters respectively at the date of the offer of 
such debenture stock.” 

Mr. Samupa seconded the motion, which was adopted. 

The CHAIRMAN said the next motion was a simple matter of form—* That if 
any proprietor fail, within the time limited by the board of directors, to signify 
in writing his acceptance of such new stock or debenture stock, as the case may 
be, or shall make default in paying the whole amount or the first instalment, as 
the case may be, payable in respect thereof, on or before the time fixed by 
the board of directors for such payment, the proprietor so making default shall 
be deemed to have declined to accept the new stock or debenture stock offered 
tohim, And if the new stock or debenture stock be made payable by instal- 
ment, then if any proprietor shall make default in paying the second or any 
subsequent instalment, within 14 days after the date on which the same shall 
be payable, together with interest thereon at the rate of 7 per cent., per annum, 
from the time when such instalment became due, all previous payments shall 
be forfeited to the company, and the new stock or debenture stock, as the case may 
be, so forfeited, and also any new stock or debenture stock not accepted by the 
proprietors may be disposed of by the board of directors at their discretion for 
the benefit of the company. Provided that the board of directors may, on such 
grounds as they may deem sufficient, extend the time for the acceptance of any 
new stock or debenture stock, or the payment of the amount payable thereon on 
such terms as the board may deem proper.” 

A SHAREHOLDER asked whether it would be allowed to pay up the whole of 
the shares at once. 

The Crarrman said the circular to be sent to the shareholders would give 
every explanation. 

Mr. SamupA: The intention, as will be shown in the notices sent to the pro- 
Prietors, is, that the whole of the stock should be paid up on the 10th of May 
—that is the whole of the first £70,000. I think every one understands 
the general condition of the stock, but I may perhaps be excused if I just 
endeavour to put it as clearly as possible to the meeting. Every proprietor 
will have offered to him his rateable proportion of this stock at par—ie., 
Supposing that by reason of the existing stock he holds, he is entitled to 
have offered to him £100 of the new stock, he will have that allotted to 
him at par, and so long as the earnings of the company enable it to be 
done, he will receive a normal dividend upon that £100 of 7 per cent.— 
‘.¢., when the dividend on the original stock is at 10 per cent. ‘This dividend, 
however, will be liable to rise and fall as already explained, according to the 
increase or decrease in the price charged for gas upon the initial rate of 3s, 9d. 
Then with reference to the second apportionment of capital which you have just 
given the directors authority to issue when they find it necessary to do so—i.e., 
a £70,000—it will be issued in the form of debenture stock, and this the 

~tagen Propose also to offer to the proprietors; but it is right, more especially 
after what has been said, to state that the present intention of the directors 
18 to issue that debenture stock to bear 44 per cent. interest. While we wish 





the proprietors to have the benefit of what has been very justly called a 
first-class security, we do not think it would be doing justice to those 
proprietors, who will not take up the stock to issue it so much above 
the market price as 5 per cent. will give it. We propose, therefore, that 
the proprietors should have the option of taking up that stock at 4} per cent. 
I want to say one or two words with reference to the parliamentary work of last 
year, and they are these. Whilst this company did, as has been very justly 
observed, accept the terms which have placed us in the position we have gained 
to-day, and which, I think, I may congratulate you upon, I must remind you 
that if we had failed to obtain our bill we must have looked forward to the 
termination of the independent existence of this company, inasmuch as our 
power of supply was not equal to the demand made upon us. We all know 
that when companies get into such a difficulty they very easily become absorbed 
by other companies who are desirous to make capital out of their want of power. 
But that dilemma we have got over, and I believe we have established ourselves 
in @ permanent position. At the same time the wisdom of the course we took 
has been confirmed by the fact ot other companies, not exactly following in 
our wake, but adopting the sliding scale, while taking inferior terms as regards 
future capital. 

The motion was then put and carried. 

A SHAREHOLDER: I should like to ask one question. Iam sure that every 
one present has been extremely satisfied with the report brought up to-day. 
We are also pleased in seeing so strong a phalanx of directors on the other side 
of the table. But we cannot help bearing in mind this fact—that too many 
directors or auditors are rather expensive luxuries to indulge in. Now, as we 
have something like a sliding scale laid down by Act of Parliament for the 
government of one part of this company, I should like the chairman to tell us 
how far the sliding scale applies to the question of directors and auditors. I 
do not put the inquiry with the slightest feeling of animosity to the directors 
or auditors, but I think the sharcholders would like some information on the 

int, 

The CHarrmAn: I am very happy to be able to inform the proprietor that 
Parliament seems to have anticipated his views and wishes, inasmuch as 
provision has been made for a diminution of the number of directors and 
auditors, and also for a diminution of their remuneration. 

The SHAREHOLDER: Perhaps, sir, you will tell us when and how. 

The Cuarrman: The Act of Parliament provides that the directors of the 
two amalgamating companies shall be the first directors of the united com- 
pany, and that, until the number is reduced by death, resignation, or other- 
wise to nine, no vacancies shall be filled up. The remuneration of the directors 
is fixed for the first four years at £3200, and it then falls to £2500. With 
reference to the auditors, the Act provides that the auditors of the two 
companies shall continue in office until the first general meeting after the 
expiration of one year from the time of the amalgamation. It will then be in 
your hands to elect not less than two, or more than three. 

Mr. J. Seweit Wuire: Is there any provision for compensating retiring 
directors ? 

The CuarrMan: No. 

Mr. Nutter: I move a vote of thanks to the chairman and directors. I think 
we are much indebted to the chairman for the way in which be has brought 
the circumstances of the company before us, and explained the admirable posi- 
tion in which we are placed. 

Mr. Lipp.e: I have much pleasure in seconding the motion. I have the 
honour of knowing the whole of the directors, and I am satisfied there does 
not exist in London a body of gentlemen better qualified to conduct the busi- 
ness of the company. 

The motion was put, and carried unanimously. 

The CuarrMAn: Gentlemen, we are very much obliged to you for this mark 
of your confidence. You may depend upon it our best exertions will always 
be devoted to securing the prosperity of the company. I would suggest, before 
we break up, that a vote of thanks be given to those by whom it is much de- 
served—viz., to our engineer and other officers. I am quite sure this is a reso- 
lution which requires no recommendation at my bands, and that you will one 
and all second it, 

The motion was cordially agreed to. 

Mr. R. Jones: Mr. Chairman, Iam much obiiged to you for the way in which 
you have brought my name before the proprietors, and for the very handsome 
manner in which you have referred to my services. I am also equally obliged 
to the proprietors for the manner in which they have responded to your 
proposal. 





DESTRUCTION OF THE BRAMFORD TaR-Works.—Shortly before noon on Friday 
last the extensive tar-works at Bramford, near Ipswich, the property of Mr. 
Ebenezer Goddard, were destroyed by fire. 

Arm Compression.—At the meeting of the Society of Engineers on the 3rd 
inst.—Mr. V. Pendred, president, in the chair—a paper by Mr. J. Steel, on “ Air 
Compression,”’ was read, The author, in commencing, observed that although 
Hero of Alexandria had experimented on air compression, and had written a 
book on pneumatics, the subject did not assume practical importance until after 
the discovery of the ponderosity of the atmosphere by Galileo and Torricelli in 
the middle of the 17th century. Savery and Papin, two of the early inventors 
of the steam-engine, appeared in modern times as first on record in connexion 
with air compression. Savery used a double-acting bellows to give a constant 
stream of air for blast furnaces. Papin, whose ideas are particularly practicable, 
recommends the utilization of water-power to compress air, and force it to a 
distance for use. Papin may thus be said to have foreshadowed the now common 
practice of distributing air through mines to work machinery. In 1757, Isaac 
Wilkinson patented a method of compreseing air by the use of a column of water. 
He effected his object by means of a series of vessels used one after the other, so 
as to keep upa regular pressure. This isan important proposition, and 100 years 
before its application indicates the method of procuring air employed by the 
engineers of the Mont Cenis Tunnel. In 1829, William Mann patented stage 
pumping; that is, a process by which, instead of raising the pressure at once, 
and in one pump, it is divided into several pumps, an increment of pressure being 
taken from each. That method, spread as it is over more time and surface, allows 
a considerable cooling of the air to take place, and a lowering of the initial heat 
of the air supplied to each pump, and so far reduces the waste of power in com- 
pression. It likewise reduces or distributes the mechanical strain, allows the use 
of lighter machinery, and reduces to a minimum the fly-wheel power required. 
The author then described Sturgeon’s high speed air compressor, and afterwards 
a small one designed by himself for compressing air for his patent railway brake. 
He showed that in an engine with one pump only of 30 inches in diameter, and 
working up to 500 lbs. on the square inch, the pressure on the cylinder covers, 
and the load on the cranks at the point of turning the centre would amount to 
150 tons, while, if distributed over four pumps, that load would be only 10 tons 
on each pump. That was the point to which the author attached most impor- 
tance. He exhibited diagrams showing the effects of heat and expansion, and 
showed that even at the comparatively low amount of compression of two atmo- 
spheres, the heat doubled the volume, and if no means were taken to reduce the 
heat as it was formed, a loss of half the power employed in pumping ensued. 
Formule, for ascertaining the relations of compression and heat, and examples 
of the same, were also given, The author pointed out the necessity of placing 
air compression on a proper basis, as, whether an economical mode of using power 
or not, in mines, chemical works, diving bells, raising ships, and otber opera- 
tions, it had become a necessity. It was also to be regarded as an alternative 
from the cost and waste of horse-flesh to propel tramway-cars. 
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LONDON GASLIGHT COMPANY. 

The Ordinary Half-Yearly Meeting of Shareholders was held at the Free- 
masons Tavern, Great Queen Street, on Wednesday, April 5—Masor Ronpe 
Hawkins, Esq., the Governor, in the chair. 

The Secretary (Mr. Dove) read the notice of meeting, and the seal having 
been affixed to the register, the following report and accounts were presented :— 

Annexed to this report your directors submit the half-yearly accounts, which show 
the result of the manufacture and distribution of gas to Dec. 31, 1875. 


Your directors having reduced the price of gas, the accounts show that the diminished 
rental arising from this cause has been met by the decrease in the price of coals; so that, 
after reserving £10,981 6s., the amount required for dividends on the preference capital, 
and appropriating £750 to the redemption-fund, in accordance with the provisions of 
the London Gaslight Act, 1857, the sum of £29,684 15s. 4d. remains applicable to divi- 
dend on the ordinary capital. The directors recommend that the usual dividends be

declared—viz., on all classes of preference stocks and shares at their respective rates 
and at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum on the ordinary stock. ‘ 

The extraordinary meeting of proprietors, held immediately after the ordinary meeting 
in October last, for the purpose of considering a proposition to create a debenture stock 
in lieu of bonds as heretofore, resolved that the existing bonds of the company should 
be paid off, and debenture stock issued in their place. It was further resolved that this 
stock should be offered pro raté to the holders of ordinary stock. The unissued shares 
of class A 6 per cent. preference have been allotted to the holders of the ordinary stock, 
in accordance with the requirements of the Act, 

The bill for the regulation of the metropolitan gas companies, promoted in the last 
session of Parliament by the metropolitan authorities, as amended in committee, has 
been reintroduced during the present session. Your directors, in conjunction with 
those of some of the other gas companies, are taking such steps with reference to the

Tne Governor: My first duty, gentlemen, will be to move—* That the 
report of the directors and the accounts be received and adopted.” And before I 
put that resolution to the meeting I should like to say a few words. Youare all 
aware that we have been suffering a great deal of pressure from the Metropo- 
litan Board of Works, and from a committee of the House of Commons, during 
the last year or two. But, upon the whole, I think we may be congratulated 
upon the fact that our case has been so put before the public, that the public 
have been made to feel we do not deserve all that has been said about us. 
Last year we joined with the other companies to oppose the bill introduced 
into Parliament by the Metropolitan Board of Works; but, since then, most of | 
those companies have agreed to accept some, at least, of the terms of that bill. 
There are still three companies—the London, the Phoenix, and the Surrey 
Consumers—who are not before Parliament this year with any bill of their own, 
asking for more capital or additional powers, and these companies have joined 
to lay before the Board of Trade, very strongly, their claim to be let slone, and 
not subjected to any fresh legislation. We hold that, asin the first instance, we 
were encouraged to subscribe our capital for the purpose of erecting gas- works 
upon certain conditions, we onght not to have fresh and more onerous terms 
imposed upon us at the present time. When our capital was first raised, Parlia- 
ment imposed upon us certain duties and obligations. We were to provide gas of 
a defined quality, and Parliament said, “If you do this, you shall be able to 
charge such a price as will enable you to pay a certain fixed dividend.” The 
rate of dividend to be so paid was fixed for us at a fair rate of remuneration 
for the money and labour invested by us in providing for a public necessity, 
Our Act also contained machinery for enabling us, if we found that at the 
price fixed we could not realize that dividend, to go to the Secretary of 
State, who, upon being satisfied with our representations, might give us an 
additional price. I cannot conceive of a stronger and more defined contract 
than that—a certain duty prescribed and a certain return promised for 
its performance. But the Metropolitan Board have been seeking to entirely 
alter the terms of this contract. Now, we hold that, though it may be very 
well for other companies who are under the necessity to raise fresh capital, 
and are seeking fresh powers, to submit to certain new arrangements, there is 
no reason whatever why we, who are seeking nothing of the sort, should be 
asked to come under them. Whenaman is in need, he must make the best 
terms he can under the circumstances, but we are not so; we have uo need of 
additional capital; we simply ask to be left alone, and that Parliament will | 
carry out is its integrity the contract made with us 15 or 16 years ago. We | 
have had the opportunity of laying the state of our case before the Board of 
Trade, and I think, judging from the letter which that department has just 
addressed to the Metropolitan Board, that the arguments we made use of have 
had their weight, and that Government, at all events, are not disposed to 
impose fresh terms upon us, until such time as we may find it necessary to | 
ask for additional powers from Parliament. I observe that at the Metropolitan 
Board, when the letter I refer to was read, great dissatisfaction was expressed 
that we were to be allowed to retain the power we still have cf raising the price 
of gas ourselves within certain limits, if it should become necessary; and they 
made a sort of distinction between this power possessed by us, and that which 
the companies have who have come under the Regulations Bill. But the real 
fact is, the difference is nominal. The companies under the Regulations 
Bill also have the power to raise their price. It is very trne that, when they 
do raise their price, they will be required, in an inverse proportion, to reduce 
the rate of their dividend; but then they are to have a reserve-lund, out of 
which they can make that dividend up; so that it is as broad as it is long. In 
1874, when we raised the price of gas in our district, we did not raise it sufi-

cient to make up our full dividends; but we made up the difference from our 
reserve-fund, so that our action was precisely that which the new bill will give 
the other companies power to adopt. But the public will have this advanta 

in our case—that our capital, per ton of coal carbonized, is less than that of the 
now amalgamated companies. I auticipate, moreover, that from year to year our 
capital will become still smaller in proportion, for they are raising a large addi- 
tional amount, to be expended in new works, while the present capacity of 
our works is equal to a much larger business than we yet have. Then, too, 
the amount of their 10 per cent. bearing stock is so much greater than 
ours. We have not more than one-third of our stock which bears 10 per cent.; 
the great mass of it only pays 6 per cent., so that the rate of interest charge- 
able upon the whole of our capital is as small, if not smaller, than that of any 
other company in London. Therefore, when our time arrives, as it may do, 
when we are compelled to raise the price of gas, I am confident that we shall 
not be obliged to raise it so much as the other companies. Then I may say 
that I hope, as the Metropolitan Board of Works have incorporated auction 
clauses in the bill of the amalgamated companies, they will see the folly of 
trying to depreciate the value of gas property. If they do not, it is evident 
that, as the new capital to be raised under the bill comes into the market, it 
will realize a Jess price than it would otherwise fetch. If they are wise, there- 
fore, rather than depreciate gas property, they will do ali in their power to 
make gas shares as secure as possible, 80 that they may fetch the best price to 
be obtained. This is, I think, one great advantage of what has been done. 
Whether, in the long run, it will prove that we have been right in refusing to 
accept the principle of the sliding scale of price and dividend, will depend upon 
circumstances. Some of our friends tell us that we have done very wrong, and 
that, if we had accepted it, we might hereafter be able to pay 12 per cent. Well, 
that is possible—or it may be otherwise. At all events, I donot think the Metro- 
politan Board would have pressed the cjauses upon us, if they had thought 
there was any chance of such being the result, I do not know that I need say 
anything more, and will, therefore, conclude by moving the adoption of the 
report. 

The Hon. AntHur Krinnatrp: I second the motion. After the very lucid 
statement made by the governor, it is not necessary that I should add one word 
as to the state of the company’s affairs. 

The motion was put and carried, 

The Governor: The next resolution is—‘‘ That the following dividends be 
now declared—viz,, ,the fixed dividends upon all classes of preference stocks 
and shares, and a dividend at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum upon the 
ordinary stock; such dividends to be payable on the 15th inst.” 

The Hon. A. Ktxnairp seconded the motion, which was put and carried, 

The retiring directors and auditor were severally re-elected. 

Mr. RAw1inson: Perhaps the mecting might be pleased to hear from me—I 
am speaking as an engineer—that our works are in a most sound and efficient 
condition. I feel that we ought again to recognize the services rendered to us 
by the great ability and intelligence, and by the constant attention, of Mr. Morton, 
our engineer. In his department it requires also a considerable amount of prac- 
tical knowledge in the management of working men, and I assure you that I 
regard this company as being very fortunate in having so efficient and zealous

On the motion of Mr, Forp, a vote of thanks was given to the directors for 
their services, 

The Governor: Gentlemen, I can simply offer you our acknowledgments 
for the honour you have conferred upon us by the vote just passed. We have 
done the best we could for the company, and I am quite sure we shall continue 
to do so. We are very glad that in these, our arduous duties, the course we 
have adopted meets with your approval. Before I sit down, I may just say 
that, having given your thanks to the engineer, we have another officer—our 
secretary—to whom we should oxpress our obligations. It is somewhat 
difficult to define the limits of his duties, they are so numerous; but, whatever 
they include, they are all done to admiration. In asking you to give him a 
vote of thanks, I shall include also the other officers of the company.

The CuarrMAN: Gentlemen, I am very happy to meet you on this occasion. 
We have only the usual good news to tell you—that your concern is, in our 
opinion, in as good and sound a condition as any company could possibly be. 
Our affairs, as you may see by the accounts laid before you, are all flourishing, 
and we are able to pay you full dividends. The amount required for the pur- 
pose is a little short, but with what we had over from the previous half year, 
we are in a position to make it up; so that, notwithstanding the low price 
charged by us for gas, we can, upon the whole year, pay you your maximum 
dividend out of the profits earned, without in any way trenching upon our 
reserve-fund. Your directors always meet you with pleasure en these occa- 
sions; there is seldom anything to ruffle our minds when we come together, 
and though, in the course of years, differences of opinion will necessarily some- 
times arise, I may safely say that it would be difficult to find a body of share- 
holders more agreeable than our own. We do our best to satisfy our consumers; 
and it is pleasant to know that, while so doing, we are able to give satisfaction 
to the proprietors. With reference to the bill brought forward by the Metro- 
politan Board this session, we have really nothing to communicate. I dare say 
you have seen that the week before last, on the night wlien it should have been 
read a second time, there was “a count-out”’ of the House, and that the 
second reading has now been fixed to take place on the 9th of May. You are 
also, I dare say,aware that the Chartered, Imperial, and Independent Companies 
have completed their amalgamation, and, having a bill of theirown before Parlia- 
ment, are not to be included in the Regulations Bill at all. I suppose the Board 


| 





of Trade considered that the public ought to be satisfied with the provisions of | 


their private bill as settled with the authorities, and which is to be allowed to 
pass without opposition. I do not know that I have any remarks to make upon 
our own afiairs, for our accounts are now so full and explicit in the informa- 
tion they furnish, that any gentleman can make himself thoroughly master of 
the way in which our business is conducted, and the results we are able to ob- 
tain. I shall, therefore, without occupying your time any further, move— 
“ That the report and accounts be received and entered on the minutes.” 

Mr. Juttan Hitt seconded the motion. 

_Mr. Hopson: I have been rather surprised that nothing was eaid in the 
directors report, or by the chairman in addressing us, about the bill promoted 
by this company. With reference to the Regulations Bill, I see that since Sir 
James Hogg moved the second reading, and was—perhaps luckily—counted 
out, the Board of Trade have written a letter, in which they state that, having 
succeeded in introducing several amendments into the bill of The Gaslight and 
Coke Company, which thus really incorporates the provisions of the Regulations 
Bill, they recommended the Metropolitan Board to withdraw their bill, which 
was intended to regulate all the companies in London; but, in reality, would 
only apply to three. In that letter, also, they allude to the bill promoted by 
this company, which, they say, they trust will have such clauses introduced 
into it as will make it fall in with the new bill of The Gaslight and Coke Com- 
pany. They do not say what these clauses are, but we know to what they 
refer. They are, first, the clauses mainly which relate to the regulation of 
dividend according to the price charged for gas. So far as these are concerned, 
the shareholders of this company have already agreed to them in principle, 
and although I am not one who is very favourable to such legislation, it is not 


much a question for discussion to-day. But upon the next provision arises a | 


question concerning which, I think, the shareholders have a right to hold and 
express an opinion—I mean the auction clauses. I am a shareholder in four 
companies—three in London, and one at Sheffield—and I feel that these clauses 
are highly objectionable. If there is one company who have a right to be con- 
sidered by the Board of Trade, it is the South Metropolitan, When the Char- 
tered Company, under the powers they possessed, raised the price of gas from 
38. 9d. to 5s., and the Imperial Company to 4s, 8d., this company continued to 
wen’ it at 3s. And yet the Board of Trade not only want to put us all on a 

e Vv 
allotting any new shares that may be issued among the present holders of 
shares, Now, I do think the Board of Trade and the Metropolitan Board ought 
to treat this company—who sold gas at 3s. when the other companies were 
selling it at 5s.—in a very different manner to that. The result of such a pro- 
vision as they propose would be that, whenever we have to raise fresh capital, 


the public are to have the right to take it up, not the shareholders, unless we | 


their restrictions, but they desire to take away the privilege we hold of | 


choose to go into the market and purchase by auction, The old shareholders | 


in this company will be no better off in this respect than the outside public. I 
say this is thoroughly unjust towards this company, who have been willing to 
adopt the other provisions suggested in reference to the sliding scale of price 
—which, so far as I am concerned, I am averse to; for I am persuaded that, as 
soon a8 we begin to pay 12 per cent., in consequence of selling gas at a low 
price, the Metropolitan Board will get up an agitation again directly. I am 
persuaded that we shall never be allowed quietly, for any length of time, to 
pay 12 per cent, dividends. Now, we have a bill of our own before Parliament, 
but the directors do not tell us in what state of progress it is. Has it been read 
a second time? 

The Secrerary: It stands exactly as it did after our Wharncliffe meeting, 
except that it has been read a second time. 

Mr. Hoxrson: I presume it will be referred to the same committee as the 
Regulations Bill, if the latter goeson. Now, if you do get into committee, it 
will be decidedly to the interest of this company not to agree to any clauses 
which will compel us to part with our right under these auction clauses, 
Remember you really do not require an Act this session, You are not in a 
state of pressure. You have £100,000 to call up, with a certain amount of 
unexercised borrowing power, and you can go on for another two or three 
years without further powers to raise capital. In the meantime, the whole of 
the South of London will be free to consider and make any bargain they think 
well with the Metropolitan Board, the Government, or the other companies, 
much the same as the Chartered have made on the other side of the Thames, 
or you may remain perfectly free. I, therefore, impress it upon the directors 
that, if they do go into committee on their bill, they should not agree to those 
clauses. It will be for the directors to say whether they would like an 
expression of the opinion of the shareholders on this subject, or whether they 
would like to be left perfectly unfettered. I know sometimes that, when a bill 
is before Parliament, it is well not to press the directors, nor to tie their hands 
up too much; but, if they do desire an expression of our opinion, I am pre- 
pared to move—“ That the shareholders of the South Metropolitan Gasiight and 
Coke Company would not feel satisfied if any change be made in their bill, now 
before Parliament, that would prevent shareholders in the company, for the 
time being, from receiving their proportionate share of the new stock when 
created.” I would rather, if the board would take the opinion of the meeting, 
not tie them up too much; because, when they get before Parliament, new 
circumstances may arise, with which it would be difficult to deal. But I think 
I may state that we would rather not have a bill this session at all, than have 
one with these clauses in it. Our new stock will be worth pretty nearly cent. 
per cent. when created, so that, if we issue £250,000 of shares, it will be like 
taking £250,000 out of our own pockets and putting it into the pockets of the 

ublic. 

r The CHAIRMAN: I think we are much indebted to the skareholder for his 
remarks, and I think it is the unanimous feeling of the board that we endorse 
your views on this subject. 

Other Directors: Certainly. 

The Cuarrnman: I think I may say we are all agreed on the point. 

Mr. Puippen: There is one other point I wish to say a word upon, and that 
is the question of initial price. There is a very ominous clause in the letter of 
the Board of Trade, with reference to this company. It is to the effect that 
there should be inserted in our bill “ provisions concerning price and dividend, 
adapted from those contained in the bill of the amalgamated companies, to the 
special circumstances of tho South Metropolitan Company.” They think we 
have been doing so well that they are inclined to put down our initial price to 
3s. 64. or 33. 3d.; and I think our directors will be of opinion that, if such an 
attempt should be made, our bill ought to be withdrawn, 

The CuarrnmAn: I think I may again say that the directors would be quite 
unanimous against accepting such a provision. 

Mr. Hopson: It does not say in our bill that 10 per cent, shall be our 
standard rate of dividend, 

The Secrerary: It is “the rate defined in the company’s special Act.’ 
This clause was copied from the Commercial Act of last session. 

Mr. Horson: I think it would be better to have the rate inserted, as they 
are going to squeeze you out of 3s. 9d. if they can. 

The motion was then put and carried. 

Mr, Drew moved—“That a dividend for the half year ended the 3lst of 
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December last, at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, be now declared, made 
payable on the 7th inst., and that the warrants be transmitted to the pro- 
prietors by post.” ; 

Captain HeaTHoRN seconded ths motion, which: was put and carried. 

The retiring director, Captain Heathorn, and the retiring auditor, Mr. F. 
Simpson, were then re-elected. 

Captain Heatuorn: I am very much obliged to the proprietors for re- 
electing me, During the time I have had the honour of a seat at the board, I 
have always given my best attention to their interests, which are also my 
own; and, so long as I occupy this position, no exertion wi!l be wanting on my 
part to promote the welfare of the company. 

Mr. Hosson: I now have great pleasure in moving—“ That the best thanks 
of the meeting be given to the directors for their able management of the 
affairs of the company.”’ In doing so, I wish to say that I hope the directors 
will consider that my remarks respecting the new stock were not made in a 
spirit of opposition to them, but that their hands should be strengthened by 
the opinion of this meeting, if they so desired it, We,in the country, watch 
your proceedings with great interest, and we consider that The Gaslight and 
Coke Company have shown great weakness in this matter, But this company 
are in a more independent position; we are selling gas at a lower price, and, 
therefore, we ought to be more popular, and treated iu a more liberal spirit 
than that company. 

Mr, WALLINGTON seconded the motion, which was put and carried. 

The CHAIRMAN appropriately acknowledged the compliment. 

Colonel Ewart: I beg to propose a vote of thanks to our able secretary and 
manager. We know how much the company are indebted to him for his great 
exertions and skill hitherto. 

Mr. Oae seconded the motion, which was adopted. 

The Skorerary: Mr. Chairman, Colonel Ewart, and Gentlemen,—I am ex- 
ceedingly obliged for your kindness, and the very sympathetic vote you have 
passed in my favour. I can only say that I hope, by the time we meet again,

The CHAIRMAN: Gentlemen, the accounts which you have received are now | 
so wonderfully dissected in the new form that has been adopted, that there is 
very little indeed left for the chairman of a meeting like this to expatiate upon. 
But, of course, there are some features that will bear remarks, inasmuch as 
these accounts do not give any comparison with previous accounts. ‘The point 
of principal interest is, that the company consumed 75,334 tons of coal in the 
last half year, as against 71,855 tons in the corresponding period of 1874, and 
69,866 tons in the half year ending June last; showing a very substantial in- 
crease in this particular, and proving that, although ours is an old district, 
there is a steady increase in the sale of gas. Probably, as we are now selling 
gas at 3s, Gd. per 1000, we may find the per centage of inerease still greater, 
since, at its present moderate price, gas can be used for many purposes other 
than light. I believe that, in our own district, there is a large number of small 
steam-engines used as auxiliary powers, in which steam may be generated very 
economically by means of gas, the employment of which would not in any 
way affect the insurance on the buildings in which they are worked. Looking 
at our accounts as a whole, I think they are very satisfactory; and such being 
the case, I shall not trouble you with any details of manufacture, merely re- 
marking, in passing, that the results of the half year show the great skill and 
attention of our engineers, inasmuch as the quantity of gas produced per ton 
of coal, the yield of coke and the residual products, are as large, if not larger, 
than before; good as our former returns have been. Passing from this, 1 have 
to notice other subjects, upon which more excitement exists than about mere 
questions of manufacture. I refer especially to the bill introduced by the 
Metropolitan Board of Works for the regulation of all the gas companies 
of the Metropolis. You, no doubt, have seen the letter addressed 
by the Board of Trade to the Metropolitan Board, in which it is sug- 
gested that it will be unnecessary for them to proceed with their bill, 
inasmuch as the larger number of the gas companies of London have 
acceded in the main to the principle it seeks to establish. So far from the 
Metropolitan Board Bill being actually wanted, I believe it is one of the stipula- 
tions in the new arrangements that the companies on the north side of the river | 
shall be wholly exempt from its provisions, so that it is no longer a metropolitan 
bill, but a bill which would only affect the Phoenix, Surrey Consumers, and 
London Companies, I should think, therefore, there is no doubt that the bill 
must fall through altogether. The Metropolitan Board have accomplished | 
nearly all they required with respect to legislation on the north side of the | 
river, and it seems to the Board of Trade that the proper course for them now 
to adopt is to wait till we go to Parliament to increase our capital before they 
attempt to enforce their measures upon the companies on this side, We have | 
proved, I think, that we at least are able to manage our own affairs. We have | 
already reduced the price of gas to 3s. 6d., and may hereafter be able to reduce | 
it still more. We have always been animated with the desire to do justice to | 
our consumers, as well as toour shareholders, We did not raise our price, when 
the increase in the cost of coal took place, until after other companies had done 
80, and we were the first to lower it. We only kept at our maximum price for six 
months, and therefore I think the public have not much te complain of. The | 
quality of our gas has been uniformly good, and during the last six months the 
illuminating power has averaged 15°27 candles, which certainly cannot be con- 
sidered amiss, seeing that we are only bound to give an illuminating power of 
12 candles. I am quite sure the Board of Trade must see that the Act of 1860 | 
does work well, and that those companies who are still under it are doing their | 

uty to the public thoroughly, or they never would have written the letter 
which they have addressed to the Metropolitan Board. I do not know that

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Mr. Hopson, in seconding the motion, said it appeared probable that there 
would be no general bill this year affecting the London companies.

Mr. Harris seconded the motion, which was put and carried. 

The retiring directors and auditors were severally re-elected, Mr. Horner 
being again appointed chairman, and Mr. Shand deputy-chairman of the 
company. 

The in returning thanks for his re-election, said: There is one 
thing I should have mentioned when I addressed you at first, and it has 
reference to the loss we have sustained in the death of Dr. Letheby. That 
gentleman had been connected with the company for many years, and had been 
in the habit of testing our gas for us at the various stations, in order that we 
might be perfectly satisfied that our officers did their duty, and that we might 
have evidence of the correctness of the official testings in the several parishes 
we supply. It is many years ago since we placed ourselves in such a position, 
and I am not aware that any other company ever did so; but we always 
thought it rightto havethe best talent in the Metropolis, in order that we might 
be able not only to test the performance of their duty by our officers, but also 
to show to the public that we were desirous to serve them well. I regret, 
therefore, to have to state that Dr. Letheby has been removed by death, and I 
feel sure it will be a difficult matter to find a gentleman of equal ability and 
integrity to perform the duties he has so well discharged. 

Mr. Youna, M.P.: With reference to the bill promoted by the Metropolitan 
Board, I dare say the shareholders have observed that, both last year and this, 
I gave notice of motion in the House of Commons to reject it on the second 
I felt that the stringent provisions under which that bill would place 
us were such as we ought not to submit to, if we could avoid it. Our policy 
last year was rather faincant, and it succeeded, which I am glad of, as it gave 
time to official people, like the Board of Trade, to consider the question further, 
the result being that they have made a bargain with the companies on the 
north side of the river, between whom mutual arrangements have been concluded, 
which I presume they, knowing their own business better than we do, consider 
satisfactory. We have nothing to do with that. I hope I act with your con- 
seit, as I do with the consent of my brother directors and those of the Surrey 
Consumers and London Companies, in trying to preserve our undertakings 
exempt from any special legislation of this kind as long as wecan. We are 
satisfied with our own position; we feel ourselves safer, under the Act of 1860, 
than we should be under the new Regulations Bill. It is impossible not to 
see that we may, at any time, be brought under some new legislation; but 
Parliament, I think, will be very loth to force upon unwilling companies any 
regulations inconsistent with, or antagonistic to, the stipulations entered into 
when they found capital to carry on their works. That is the difficulty, I 


| thoroughly believe, which the Board of Trade feel in attempting to compel us 
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to come under the provisions of the Metropolitan Board Bill. I do not think 
they will oblige us to do so. We may be considered but a comparatively 
small concern, but there is a principle involved in the proposed measure 
which, if carried against us, may prove very inconvenient in reference to 
other interests; and I hope, therefore, for your sympathy and fall co-operation 
in endeavouring to protect our company from this special legislation as long 
as we can. 

On the motion of Mr. Lxaa, seconded by Mr. Downs, a vote of thanks was 
given to the directors. 

The CHarrman said: Gentlemen, on the part of the directors and for myself, 
I thank you for the kind expression of your approval of our conduct. We have 
endeavoured always to do our duty, and to show you that we have the best 
interests of the company at heart. We shall continue to give our real attention 
to all future operations, aud I can only hope that on the next occasion when 
we meet you, we may have satisfactory accounts to present, and that you will 
have as good an opinion of our management as you have now.

I am happy to state that, for more than a quarter of a century, I have been a | 
member of the board of directors of this company; and, during the whole of | 
that time, I do not know that on any occasion we have had a better condition | 
of affairs to place before you than we have to-day.

TRADE NOTES FROM SCOTLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

The Gas Bill of Sir W. Anstrather has excited a good deal of anxiety, during 
the last week or so, among the leading members of the Glasgow Gas Corpora- 
tion and the municipal authorities of the suburban burghs, and the news from 
London, bearing upon the action of the select committee sitting upon the bill 
has been looked forward to with a somewhat keen interest. It was stated in 
Glasgow on Friday that the committee had decided to make certain recom- 
mendations to Parliament, which, being imperfectly understood outside the 
committee, had caused some amount of panic, arising from a misapprehension 
of the true nature of the changes made in the bill. It seems that the effect of 
the bill, since it was considered at Wednesday’s sitting of the committee, is to 
give complete protection to the vested interests of the Corporation of Glasgow, 
as against the independent claims of the surrounding burghs. As amended, 
the bill will enable burghs and populous places to set up gas-supply works, 
and where companies exist which are not incorporated—that is to say, 
which are merely registered companies—the local authority desiring to set up 
gas-works must first give notice to the existing companies of their desire to 
purchase by agreement or arbitration, the alternative being, that if the com- 
pany refase—which would be obviously suicidal—the local authority may 
then proceed, in spite of them, to set up independent works. In the case of a 
company having statutory powers—which is the position of the Glasgow Cor- 
poration—nothing can be done by any local authority without the consent of 
the existing company. This provision, it is said, gives complete and absolute 
protection to the Corporation of Glasgow, though it is proper to say that a 
different impression prevails ainong the corporation representatives in London. 
The only material alteration is, that a local authority may apply to a 
Government department for a Provisional Order to purchase existing 
works, and this order would, of course, have to be confirmed by Par- 
liament. The effect of this proviso, in the case of Glasgow, would 
be, that any of the outside local authorities might apply for a Provisional 
Order to purchase such of the rights of the Glasgow Corporation as that body 
might be willing to dispose of. As originally introduced, the bill did not apply 
to incorporated burghs, so that they would have been prevented from pnr- 
chasing any existing works by agreement, except by the roundabout process 
ofa special confirmation by Parliament. Clauses 23 and 24 in the bill proposed 
to compel commissioners to pay off mortgage debts and other liabilities of a 
company which they propose to buy; but on going into the matter it was 
found that these clauses had been incorporated by the draftsman under a mis- 
apprehension. It is now stated that they will be struck ont, and a simple 
provision introduced. A feeling prevails among the Glasgow legal advisers that 
the bill as it has now passed the select committee cannot be sanctioned, and 

it is thought that either it will be withdrawn, or that such material alterations 
will be made by SirW. Anstruther himself, on it getting into committee, as will 
very considerably modify it, and protect the interests of corporations and incor- 
porated companies; or it may be that the bill will have to be recommitted to 

another select committee, in order that counsel may bo heard on both sides. 
P.S.—Since the foregoing was written, information has been received in 
Glasgow to the effect that a consultation has been held with the Solicitor- 
General for Scotland in Edinburgh, regarding the clause which Sir W. 
Anstruther has consented to insert in his Gas Bill, for the purpose of covering 

and protecting the interests of the Glasgow Corporation Gas Commissioners, 
uring the month of March, the Gas Committee of the Town Council of 
Glasgow had quite a number of meetings for the transaction of business— 
including the consideration of the duties of the manager and treasurer, the 
ppointment of Mr, William Key as the station manager for Tradeston Gas- 
—— repairs on works, alterations of piping, various financial matters, the 
re Wsholm Chemical Works, Government rating of the commissioners property, 
a = Anstruther’s Gas Bill, &e. When the minutes of the committee were 
lear it up for consideration at the Town Council meeting last Wednesday, a 
& discussion arose on the old subject—“ The Quality of the Gas.” At one of 





the Works Sub-Committee meetings » communication was received from the 
magistrates, complaining of the quality of the gas, and instructions were given 
to the manager to see that the gas made at each station was not of a less 
illuminating power than 27 candles; and, at a subsequent meeting of the same 
sub-committee, the engineer explained that he had discovered the reasons why 
the gas had recently been sometimes of a low illuminating power, and that he 
could say that, in future, it would be up to the standard of 27 candles. It has 
been resolved to prepare, as soon as possible, a statement showing the total 
quantity of coals carbonized at each of the works, from the time when the gas 
supply was taken over by the corporation up to the end of the present financial 
year. Believing that tho Dawsholm Chemical Works have not yielded a 
sufficiently good return to the corporation for the money expended on the 
works and plant, it has been resolved to advertise the works to let for a term 
of years as from the 1st of July next, at a fixed rent of £1400 per annum, with 
a further sum in respect of each ton of coal carbonized at Dawsholm Gas- 
Works, the residual products from which the lessees will get, the tenant or 
tenants being bound to maintain and uphold the works during their tenancy, 
and hand them over, at the termination thereof, in the like good order and 
condition as they receive them. 

On the recommendation of their Cleaning and Lighting Committee, the 
Town Council of Edinburgh have resolved that on the street-lamps should be 
placed the numbers of the houses opposite to which they are erected, for 
guidance to the public at night, the cost not to exceed 3d. per lamp. It is 
believed that from 3500 to 4000 will require numbers placed on them. 

The plot of ground in Roslin Street, Greenock, lately occupied by the gas- 
holder, was exposed for sale by public auction, a few days ago, by the Police 
Board, at the upset price of £4750. The highest offer, £4851, was made by 
Mr. John Dunlop, solicitor; but the reserve bid by the exposers being £6000, 
the property was not sold, 

There is now every prospect of the Motherwell water scheme being carried 
into execution, The offer of Messrs. Laidlaw and Son, of Glasgow, to cast the 
pipes and deliver them at the various stations for the sum of £6484 138, 9d. 
bas been accepted. The offer of Messrs. Stewart and Creber, Dundee, to lay 
the pipes and do the other work for £6741 3s, has also been accepted. The 
accepted offers were not the lowest; but still, there is every prospect of the 
work being completed much under the engineer’s original estimate of £15,000. 
It is expected that the water will be in Motherwell within nine months. 

The Irvine Police Commissioners are proposing to undertake a water supply 
scheme, the estimate for which, including the cost of the lands to be acquired, 
is £30,000. 

At Carntyne, in the eastern suburbs of Glasgow, new iron-works have just 
been formally inaugurated, at which it is intended to devote exclusive atten- 
tion to the manufacture of first-class sheet iron of very large sizes, such as are 
required in locomotive work, in the construction of tanks of all sorts, gas- 
holders, gas and steam tubing, &c. ‘The proprietor is Mr. Abraham Bennett, 
formerly of South Staffordshire, and for 25 years constantly engaged in the 
sheet and plate iron trade. The malleable iron trade generally is at a very low 
ebb; but the establishment just referred to forms an exception to the general 
rule, as itis quite flooded with orders, 

Mr. J. M. Gale, C.E., engineer to the Glasgow Corporation Water Commis- 
sioners, has lately spent some time in Campbeltown, for the purpose of exa- 
mining the water supply and other works on behalf of the Town Council, so as 
to further the passing of a bill which is about to come before the House of 
Commons, and some of the clauses of which are to be opposed by the Duke of 
Argyll. 

The pig iron warrant market has been comparatively idle during the past 
week, and the price has scarcely varied from 59s. 6d, per ton—anything done 
above or below that price having been almost isolated lots. The position of the 
market now is such as deters those who would otherwise incline to oversell 
themselves. There is a steady decline in shipments, and it is likely that the 
decrease in exports will be greater this month, as they compare with very 
large shipments last year. 

In the coal trade there is nothing new to note, either in the way of improve- 
ment or otherwise. 





TrowsripGe WaTeR Company.—A special meeting of this company was held 
on the 5th inst., for the purpose of augmenting the capital by the issue of new 
shares, for the purpose of purchasing additional property. A resolution was 
passed creating 500 new shares of £10 each. 

Sate or GAs SHares at Newcastrie-on-Tyne.—On the 5th inst., Messrs. 
Davison and Son sold by auction, in the board-room of the Newcastle and Gates- 
head Gas Company, £25,000 of new consolidated stock inthe company, There 
was a large attendance of capitalists, and all the stock was sold in twenty 
minutes, at a premium of from £28 to £32 upon the £100 shares. 

Hauirax Water-Works.—The Corporation of Halifax have agreed to 
comply with a request of the Ovenden Local Board, to supply them with 
50,000 gallons of water per day as a minimum, and 120,000 gallons as a 
maximum quantity, subject to the corporation obtaining powers to lay main- 
pipes from Fly reservoir to Rouills Head. The price to be 10d. per 1000 gallons, 
and supplied at the present level. 

HEALTH AND SEWAGE or Towns,—A conference on these subjects is to be 
held by the Society of Arts on the 9th prox. Representatives are invited from 
the principal towns of the kingdom. The object of the conference is to discuss 
existing information in connexion with systems already adopted in various 
localities, to elicit further information thereon, and to publish, for the benefit 
of the public generally, the experience gained. 

EMBEZZLEMENT BY A WaATER-RatE CoLiectror.—At the Brighton Quarter 
Sessions, on the Ist inst., John Izard, a collector in the service of the Brighton 
Corporation, was found guilty of embezzling several sums of money received 
by him for water-rates, and was sentenced to two years imprisonment and hard 
Inbour. On being charged with his crime, the prisoner confessed that his 
defalcations amounted to between £400 and £500, and that they extended 
over several years. He had carried on a system of falsification of books and 
vouchers. 

ToTTENHAM AND Epmonton Gasticut AND Coke Company.—The half- 
yearly general meeting of the shareholders was held at the office, Willoughby 
Lane, Tottenham, on Saturday, the Ist inst., W. Black, Esq., in the chair, who 
announced the intention of the directors to reduce at Midsummer the price of gas 
to the consumers to 4s, 3d. per 1000 feet, the present charge being 4s. 6d., and 
the price for public lamps from £4 10s. each to £4 5s, A dividend at the rate of 
10 per cent. per annum was also recommended. Resolutions sanctioning these 
proposals were passed, and the meeting then separated in the usual way. 

Misuse oF WatrER IN Dupiin.—At the Northern Divisional Police Court, 
Dublin, on the 25th ult., Mr. J. M‘Gough, printer, of 70, Jervis Street, was fined 
£5, and 10s. costs, for misusing the Vartry water, the property of the cor- 
poration, otherwise than for domestic purposes. The evidence showed that the 
inspector visited the defendant’s premises on the 17th ult., and found a }-inch 
pipe—a domestic pipe—connected with a steam-engine of about five-horse 
power, and which would use about 500 gallous of water daily. He also found a 
pipe over a trough for lithographic purposes, Defendant had not permission 
from the corporation to use the water for the purpose of his business, and had 
been cautioned in August last against doing so,
